TELEGRAPHIC NEWS. 


A telegram has been published, dated Shanghai, 12th July, conveying 
areport that Peking had been taken by the Nien-fei rebels, and also 
stating that a severe typhoon had occurred in the neighbourhood of Hi 
Kong. The latter item of news is substantiated by the mails receiv 
to-day; but for the former there seems little, if any, foundation, as a tele- 
gram of later date (Shanghai, 22nd July) reports all quiet. This latter 
telegram informs us of the loss of two vessels, the Lalla Rookh-and 
Fuhhien, probably in the typhoon abone alluded to. _Iifalso says that the 
steamer Hadrakon has been burot; the name is quite unknown to us, 
and doubtless perverted, as usual in these telegrams. The export of silk 
to 22nd July is stated to be 20,000 bales; and of tea to 29th July, 
26,000 Ibs, “Exchange at Shanghai, 6s. 4d. ; at Canton, 4s. S}d. 








Summary of Pews from the far Cast. 


‘YOKOHAMA. 

Dates are to the 27th June. The London mail of the 26th 
April had arrived out. 

At the date of our preceding advices, of the 14th June, 
several of the Ministers of the Foreign Powers were at Yedo, 
taking the opportunity during the intervals of business of 
dispensing hospitality to a large party of friends. Wo believe 
that all have returned to Yokohama, with the exception of the 
Charge d’Affaires of the United States. For some inscrutable 
reason the English Minister not only himself avoids giving his 
countrymen any invitations, when he has occasion to visi 
city, but finds himself necessitated to refuse permi: 
British subjects who are invited by other Ministers. It is one 
of those petty matters that cause a good deal of irritation, aud 
which none can see any good reason for. 

Onr harbour is now looking very bare of shipping, reports 
the Japan Herald. At this time last year there were more 
ships of the nations of England and France alone than there 
are now foreign sea-going ships of ail kinds. It is necessary 















that a proper force be maintained here, although there are no 
appearances whatever of any sort of hostility to foreigners at 
present. ‘The Tycoon’s Government most certainly is friendly, 





and all things seein to point toa better understanding being come 
to with the Mikado and hitherto hostile Daimios tian has 
ever yet been attainabie, We entertain a very strong hope 
that the present opportunity will be seized by the represen 
tatives of Foreign Powers to ask of the Mikado, judicious'y 
but firmly, the ratification of the treaties. This once accorded, 
the whole country would speedily acauiesce, and very little 
annoyance from hostile samurais would then be experienced, 
That signature obtained, all that we most desire in a pcace- 
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ful and profitable intercourse with Japan would speedily 
follow. 

‘The more generally healthy tone of advices by the last mail 
hada marked effect upon the goncral feeling in commercial 
circles, and although the continuous rains have much retarded 
business operations, there is decidedly a more hopeful appear- 
ance than for some time past. 

The Jerald refers again to a matter which was noticed in the 
last number of the London and Chinw Telegraph. Our con- 
temporary says :—“ The attention of the mercantile community 
hhas been lately fixed upon the trading operations with the 
Japanese Government by an eviployé in one of the Foreign 
Legations, whose dealings are reported to be carried on under 
the shelter of his chief. We do not believe that the Minister him- 
self has anything at al! to do with the transactions alluded to. 
There were indeed some heavy purchases made by him by 
order of his Government—but this was done opeuly and frankly. 
It is not these we point at. He is, however, very much com- 
promised in the minds of our merchants by the doings of his 
inferior, and highly respected as he is both personally and as a 
Minister, it is greatly to be desired that he put a stop to pro- 
ceedings so inimical to the mercantile interests of his country- 
men and others.” 

NAGASAKI. 

At the date of tho departure of these advices, Satsuma and 
Chosiu had no less than eighteen steamers in the harbour, pre- 
paring for operating in the struggle with the Tycoon. Satsuma 
had also just purchased two more steamers—the Australian 
(screw) and the old London (paddle), so well known long ago as 
plying between London and Dundce. There has been a good 
deal of trading by foreigners at the port of Simonoseki. Of 
course the principal articles have been arms and munitions of 
war. This is illegal—the port not being opened to us by the 
Japanese Government, and the British Charge D’Affaires 
has published a ‘notification’ to the effect that traders, 
at this or any unopened port, are without the protec- 
tion of the British Government, and that H.M.’s ships of 
war stationed in or passing through the Inland Sea have orders 
to co-operate with the officers of the Tycoon in stopping such 
trafic, ILB.M.’s Barossa, it was understood, would leave 
Nagasaki in a few days, nominally to prevent the re-erection of 
the Simonoseki forts ; in reality, it is here believed, to prevent 
this illicit trading. There isa rumour that the French war- 
steamer Dupleix will shortly be ordered thither for a like 
purpose. 

H.B.Ms Leopold, with Sir Harry Parkes, K.C.B, on board, 
enroute to Yokohama, arrived on the 27th June.

CHINA. 
SHANGHAI, 

We have dates from this port to the Sth July. The French 
mail had arrived on the Ist, bringing London letters to the 
17th May, aud telegraphic news to the 29th May. 

A telegraphic wire was being erected by Mr. E. A. Reynolds, 
between Pootung Point and the Kintoan Beacon ; but the posts 
when first erected had been cut down by order of a mandarin 
of inferior rank at the town of Chin-za. ‘Ting (Taoutai, of 
Shanghai) had, however, punished the offending magistrate, 
and] ordered him to re-ercct tho telegraph posts at his own 
expense. 

Sir Harry Parkes left for Nagasaki and Yokohama in H.MLS. 
Leopard, on the 25th of Juue, und a lively feeling of regret 
was manifested among the residents at his departure, From 
the Shanghai papers we havo extracted particulars of a farewell 
dinner given by them, and of a special meeting of the North 
China Branch of the Koyal Asiatic Society convened to take 
leave of him. 


On the 3rd July the foundation of a new Masonic Hall was"

FAREWELL DINNER TO SIR HARRY 8, PARKES, K.C.B, 

On Thursday evening, the 22nd June, Sir Harry Parkes was 
‘entertained at dinner by the forcign community of this port, 
the official, mercantile, and professional elements in the 
Settlements being very fairly represented by the eighty or 
ninety gentlemen who united in this tribute of respect and 
esteem to our late Consul. Amongst those present were M. le 
Viscomte Brenier de Moutimorand, Colonel Yonge, Captain 
j Leckie, the members of the Municipal Council, M. Arte 
j manns Secretary of the French Council ,and the consular 
body, ‘The eatabies were excellent, and were cooked in the 
club, The wine was fair, and, indeed, the only drawback to 
the pleasure of the evening was the confusion caused by the 
presence of an enormously large number of China boys, who, 
by pressing aud squeezing around the carvers cilectually hin- 
dered the discharge of the important functions entrusted to 
those officials. Mowever, the general arrapgements reflected 
much credit on the committee, or rather on the encgetic 
secretary, Mr. Myburgh, upon whose shoulders fell all the 
labour of the preparations. Tho chair was occupied by Mr. 
Keswick, and the vice-chair by Mr. Myburg, After the cloth 
was removed, or at that period of the evening which generally 
witnesses the removal of the cloth, the Chairman proposed the 
health of “The Queen,” as that of a lady who by her public 
and domestic virtues had won the atiection of her subjects and 
the esteem of the world at large. This toast was drunk with 
the customary honours, the band of the 67th Regiment playing 
the National Anthem. 

The Chairman then rose to propose “The Aimy, Navy, and 
Volunteers.” He was happy to have it in his power to refer to 
the good feeling which has always existed between the Shanghai 
community aud the sister services. ‘The advantages we at pre- 
sent enjoy are due to the indefatigable exertions of the Army 
and Navy, exertions of which we have lately seen the fruits in 
the brilliant successes gained by Her Majesty's ships at Kago- 
simp and Simonoscki. The Volunteers, too, had smelt powder 
in Shanghai, and had ever shown themselves willing to do what- 
ever duty presented itself. 

Baud—* Rule Britannia.” 

Colonel Yonge, on behalf of the Army, had much pleasure 
in returning his sincere thanks for the honour done to his 
branch of the service. While he cordially congratulated Sir 
Harry Parkes on his promotion, he could not but recognise the 
serious loss which the military section of the community— 
the Volunteers—had sustained by his removal. No doubt if 
a Volunteer Corps should again be started in Yokohama Sir 
Harry Parkes would give it the benefit of his experience, and 
would, as Commaudant, devote that same untiring energy to 
its development, which had marked his connection with the 
corps at this port. 

Captain Leckie, in returning thanks for the Navy, regretted 
that his inexperience in public speaking made him feel like a 
lame duck when standing up to express his gratification at the 
honour which had been done to the Navy. No doubt the great- 
ness of England owes much to the exertions of her naval force, 
and in the recent engagements in Japan we had a significant 
proof of what could be done by ships. The Simonoseki affair 
had proved as successful as any which have been inscribed on 
the roll of history, aud tit success was mainly due to 
Admirals Kuper and Juares, Kagosima, too, at which he had 
not the honour of being present, was another striking example 
of Englaud’s power on tie sea. 

Captain Maclean, +, rose to acknowledge the honour 
done to the Volunteers. He lad some ditlidence in speaking, 
as, in spite of what the Chairman had said, he had never been 
in action, but he was convinced that so long as the Volunteers. 
hada duty to perform they would never turn their backs on it. 
He, in the name of the corps which he had the honour to 
command, wisbed to express his deep regret at the departure 
of Sir Harry Parkes, 

Captain Markham, §.M.R., thought it unnecessary to add 
anything to the eulogistic remarks which had fallen ‘from his 
friend Captain Maclean. 

Tho“ Chairman then rose and said that the pleasing duty 
devolved upon him of proposing the toast of the evening. The 
object they all had in view in meeting was to do honour to Sir 
Harry Parkes, aud to show their esteem and respect for 
him. The community was about to sustain no ordinary 
loss, The aflubility aud kind-heartedness with which they 
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had all on different occasions been received had made a 
deep impression, and it must now be gratifying to their de- 
parting guest to learn that be enjoys the especial regard of all 
present. When he first arrived le was personally a stranger to 
the majority of tne residents, but by fame he was well known. 
He had in hours of imminent danger vindicated his title to 
bravery, and bad faced death rather than betray the trust re- 
posed in him, He, the speaker, would only say that Sir Harry 
Parkes hud proved himself one of the most talented Consuls in 
the English service, aud there was no doubt that he would carry 
with hin to Japan the hearty good wishes of tho Shanghai com- 
munity. Nor was there any doubt that his career in Japan 
would be crowned with that success which had attended his 
efforts in China, We may therefore look forward to the time 
when he will return to this country to assume the highest 
position which a British sulject can held in a forcign land. 
Loud and prolonged cheering. 
~ Anote was read from Mr. Seward, expressing his regret at 
Leing unable to attend the dinner in person. He wisted, how- 
ever, to record his deep regret at losing the friendship and 
official assistance which during the entire of Sir Harry Tarkes' 
tenure of office had marked lis intercourse with his colleagues. 

Sir Harry $. Parkes, who was received with deafening cheers, 
said that he trusted he would be acquitted of affectation if he 
said that he found it quite impossible to return adequate 
thanks for the kindness with which he had been received. Ile 
felt that he had been given more credit than he really de- 
served, but as he believed that whatever has been done once 
can be done again, he should depart for his new sphere with 
the hope that the sazae confidence which he had gained from 
all classes in Shanghai would in Japan be also extended to 
hina. fic was happy to say that from his chief at Peking— 
from his foreign colleagues—frow the Municipal Council, and 
from ail sections of the community he had received coustant 
testitonials of approval. Nor, indecd, while recalling these 
gratifying facts iaust he forgot that they were in a great mea- 
sure the result of the exertions of his indefutigabie staff of 
ofticers, who had borne with him the burden and heat of the day. 
Suanghai, as it had been the first scene of his lubour in China, 
appeared also destined to be the closing scene. ‘Twenty-three 
years ago last Tuesday he had stood on the deck of a man-of- 
war, which was then ascending the river for the purpose of 
occupying Shanghai, At that time there was no trace of the 
settlement, no indication of those stately hongs which now 
friuge the bauks of the river. Again, having served in 
Shanghai at various intervals, he was in 1559 appointed 
an he should want the same support w 
obtained here. He would never forget the friendly feeling 
shown him on this and previous occasions, and wherever he 
might happen to be he would pray for the prosperity of this 
generous and enlightened community. 

Sir Harry Parkes then sat down, but after a few moments 
kerose to say thatthe chairman had kiudly permitted him to 
propose a toast—* the Consuls and Consuls-General in China.” 
It might appear strange that he should proposo the health of a 
body of which he was a member, butas his Consular functions 
would cease in a few hours, he had no doubt that that few hours’ 
grace would be accorded to him. ‘To his friends and colleagues 
hewished to return hearty thanks for the assistance they bad 
uniformly afforded hit. 

The Viscomte Brenier de Montmorand trusted that his limited 
acquaintance with the English languaye would be excused while 
he in the name of himself and lus colleagues thanked Sir 
Harry Parkes for the cordiality with which his and their health 
had keen proposed. It was true that they all felt a lively satis- 
faction in finding Sir Harry Parkes promoted to a higher sphere 
of duty, but that satisfaction was hardly equal to the sorrow 
with which they parted from him. 

Mr. Myburgh rose to propose the health of tho Mercantile 
Community of Shanghai,” who stood out amongst the great 
masses of native traders as tacit advocates of honour and 
honesty, It was true that the last few years had not proved 
very prosperons, but that result should be attributed to the 
rashness of a few,and not to any fulling off in mercantile talent 
or in the resources of the country. It was his earnest hope 
not only that better days might come, but that they might 
cotae quickly, and in this wish they would no doubt all join 
He wished to couple the name of Mr. Dunn with this toast. 

Mr. Dunn said:—I wish that the duty of replying to Mr. 
Myburgh’s toast had devolved on some one else ; indeed I think 
that one of the conscript fathers of the place, or a member of 





















































one of the his houses of China, should have been called on 
fora reply. Perhaps, however, 1 have been selected because I 
am one of the youngest merchants in tiis room, and because, 
as my friends can testify, I have a proper seuse of my own un- 
importance. Mr. Myburgh was so good as to say that he 
wished the coming times might be more prosperous than the 
evil days we have had of late. But I say if the past two years 
have not been prosperous, still they have been successful. For 
we havo with fuil intent and purpose heaped riches in profusion 
on the interesting heathen of this country, and we have not 
done so with selfish motives. 

Mr. Lyniil begzed to propose a toast which might or might 
not be well reccived—* The Municipal Council of Shanghai,” 
worn we had learned to look upon as a vast monster, with one 
paw on our aud the other fumbling in our pockets, But 
it must be remembered that the present Council had not been 
long in existence, aud he believed that the ouly object which 
its members had in view was to secure the well-being of tho 
community. 

Mr. Hogg, having been called on by Mr. Keswick, thanked 
the gentlemen present fer their kindness in drinking the health 
of such formidable birds of prey as Mr. Lynill had deseribed. 
The duty of the Council was by no means asinecure, They 
had a great deal to do, and no money to do it with. All they 
wanted was the confidence of the community, and the funds 
which that conlidence would produce. 

Mr, Alabaster, in proposing the beaith of the representatives 
of the learned professions, wished to impress on the mind of 
everybody present the vast advantages secured to us by the 
Church, the Bar, and the Medical profession,

behalf. The Press in China had taken accurate note of Sir 
{larry Parkes’ progress from the time that, as a youth of fifteen, 
he landed at Hong Kong, to. the present moment when, laden 
with honours, he was about to depart as the representative of 
a great Sovereign at a Court where delicate diplomacy is above 
all things uccessary, Mr. Tarrant then sketched 
Parkes’ career, and alluded to his departure for Madri 
Henry Pottinzer’s suite, to his oncrous duties in Siam, and to 
the experience which he had gained while acting as onc of tho 
Allied Commissioners at Canton. 

“The Ladies” were then proposed, by Dr. Coghill, aud re- 
s) onded to by Mr. Fearon. 
© Sir Harry Parkes had much pleasure in supplying what no 
doubt would be looked on as an omission. He would propose 
the health of Mr. Keswick, the Chairman of the evening. He 
was glad to have the opportunity of thus thanking him publicly 
for the kindness be hud received at his hands, Mr, Keswick 
deserved well at the hands of the community.

SHANTUNG. 

A report is current to the effect that the Nienfei have cap- 
tured aud sacked the city of Chu-fou-bsien, in tho Shanturg 
province. ‘This city is remarkable as having been the birth- 
place of Confucius, and within its walls stood a temple to the 
memory of the sage, wore magnificent than avy other in the 
ewpire. It is said that this temple has been razed to the ground 
by the insurgents, who thus prove their desire to follow in the 
paths of destruction adopted by the Taipings. 

HANKOW, 

We have news from here to the 22nd June. A freshet, such 
as had never been observed befure, had occurred on the Yang- 
tzi-kiang, doing much damage to property. Native craft of all 
sorts were sunk and broken up, and some hundreds of Chineso 
drowned, A large dragon boat was capsized in the river, and 
dashed to piecos against the junks; a raft broke adrift, and 
came down with great violence, tearing away Dent and Co.’s 
jetty and smashing the gangway ladder of Lindsay and Co.’s 
hulk, Georgiana. 

The various steamers in port had steam up—the Fusi- Yama 
and Fire Queen being obliged to anchor ia the stream, 

S00CHOW, 
Advices from the provincial city inform us that Burgevine 
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has arrived there under escort. The American Consul Gene- 
ral has demanded his rendition, but the Chinese refuse it on 
the ground that “his guilt was overwhelming and must not be 
punished lightly.” The English authorities have earnestly 
advised the Chinese to comply with Mr. Seward’s very just 
demand, but up to the present no notice has been taken of 
the recommendation. We understand that Mr. Seward has 
written a very strong despatch to the local officials warning 
them that a continuance in the course they have adopted will 
prove a very satisfactory casus belli, 

‘The cxistence of a band of garotters has been discovered at 
Soochow, and two of the men composng the body in question 
have been taken and executed. For a month past the streets 
have been quite unsafe at night, murders and robberies being of 
constant occurrence. The swift fate which has fallen on the 
two desperadoes already captured will, it is to be expected, 
afford a salutary warning to their compavions. 

NANKING. 

‘We learn that the Hunan and Hupeh troops stationed at Nan- 
king refused to follow Tseng-Kuofan on his expedition into the 
Shantung province. When Li Hung-chang arrived he found 
the garrison ina state bordering on mutiny, which was not ap- 
peased even by his presence, although he is said to possess 
-considerable influence over the hardy warriors of the 
central provinces. After much ineffectual cajolery he 
at length issued a notification giving the troops two 
days wherein to consider their decision, threatening 
that those who at the end of that period still persisted 
in their refusal should be deprived of all their property and 
executed. On the day named, the men still holding out, two 
of the ringleaders were seized and beheaded, whereupon the 
remainder signified their willingness to start, Since the capture 
of Nanking the troops have made themselves excessively com- 
fortable, have seized or built houses and amassed a fair share of 
money. Those attractions they were loth to leave, and hence 
the obstinacy with which they refused to comply with the orders 
issued. For five days, during which time the Imperial troops 
were engaged in crossing the Yangtsze in junks, all private 
traffic between Chinkiang and the left bank of the river was 
interdicted. It is said that the soldiers who were disbanded 
after the capture of Nanking will be again called upon to 
serve either as garrisons for Nanking and their important 
cities or in active ficld operations. 

‘NINGPO. 

‘We hear from Ningpo that, consequent on the Taotai having 
found a great falling off lately in the amount of war-tax levied 
on opium sales, his Excellency, by his foreign commissioner, 
has addressed foreign merchants, and requested that they permit 
Customs officers to take stock of drug in godowns every now and 
then, so that there may be a specics of extra check on deliveries. 
This has been complied with, to the intense disgust, we are 
told, of a good mauy of the foreign dealers in drug at Ningpo, 
who think that quite enough is done by them for H.L.M.’s 
Customs when thirty taels per chest are paid, according to 
tariff. Writing to us on the subject, one of the annoyed 
ones says that—over and above this thirty taels from 
the importers, the local authorities take from the 
native purchasers auother sum amounting to tacls 39, so mak- 
ing the actual tax on opium to be over sixteen per ceut., and the 
writer goes on to remark on what he deems small-miudedness 
in large and other dealers, of receiving from the Taotai a draw- 
back of five tacls on every chest sold, a tael and a half of said 
five being allotted to the comprador—the service given for 
these five tacls per chest being a return to the Customs of all 
drag sold, name of purchaser, &c. The Taotai seems to doubt 
whether these returns are truthful in all cases, and asks per- 
mission to do that which, in England, people dealing in excisable 
articles cannot refuse, viz, an inspection, now and then, of 
stock, ; 

FORMOSA. 

ILM.S. Dore arrived at Wusung on the 22nd June from the 
South Cape of Formosa, in which neighbourhood she has been en- 
gaged surveying. She had anchored three quarters of a mile 
off the Cape, where she was to have remained while stations 
were crected. It was, however, found that the surf broke so 
heavily that it was necessary to effect a landing a short distance to 
the North-west. Thence the party walked across a coral beach 
to the spot fixed upon, having left the boat's crew with the boat 
at the point where they had lauded. Guns were suddenly: 
heard, aud Captain Stanley imagined that the natives were 
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firing to intimidate them. On looking towards the ship, they 
found that the boats were being lowered and the ports raised. 
A Chinese who was with the party advised them to retreat, as 
the natives were about to attack. Meanwhile the boat had 
pushed off, but as it was near low water and the surf had sub- 
sided they were enabled to get on board without difficulty, a 
running fire being kept up all the time. Unfortunately the 
surveying party were armed with pistols only, and the natives 
weredaring enough to come within thirty yards of the boat, firing 
gingals and succeeding in smashing three oars, and piercing the 
boat in twelve places, One man only was wounded. The boat 
arrived safely at the ship, whence -fire was opened and the 
natives who crowded the beach dispersed. The Chinese 
informed Captain Stanley that the aborigines at this spot are 
caunibals, so that had retreat been cut off, the party would 
have had little chance of escaping with life. To commemorate 
the event Captain Stanley has named the spot Attack Bay. 
HONG KONG. 

Our latest date from Hong Kong is the 12th July. The 
Carnatic had arrived on the 6th with the London mails of 
the 26th May, and by the steamer Indore on the 8th, tele- 
graphic news from home had been received to the 15th June. 
The gunboat Opossum (tender to the Princess Charlotte) had 
been despatched to Kulan, in which neighbourhood some daring 
Piracies had been committed ; one, it was reported, on an Euro- 
pean vessel, 

A typhoon occurred in the vicinity of Hong Kong on the 
30th June, which did much damage among shipping on the 
coast. Three steamers left for the north the previous day, and 
seem to huve run into the very vortex of it—the Oriflamme 
(American), and the Chanticleer and Corea (British). The 
Oriflamme escaped almost by a miracle; the sea having put 
her fires out, she was only just able to get back into port in a 
very disabled state. The other two have not since been heard 
of, and no hope is entertained of their safety, as they were 
bound for Swatow, which port they should have reached in 
twenty-four hours. The Corea belonged to the P. and O. 
Company. 

The trade of the port had been almost suspended during 
the fortnight by a strike among the coolics employed in carry- 
ing merchandise. The cause of the strike was a very n¢ 
rule for registration which was enforced by the local Govern- 
ment. 

The new Order in Council for the government of British 
subjects in China has been published in this colony. It makes 
it a misdemeanor for any British subject to serve either belli- 
gerent, but, fortunately for the Imperial Government at the 
present juncture, its provisions do not come into force imme- 
diately. 





COCHIN-CHINA. 
SAIGON, 

The report addressed to the French Minister of Marine by 
the Rear-Admiral, interim Governor of Cochin-China, states 
that the influence of France in that country increases from 
day to day, the more that the permauency of her occupation 
is evidently assured, In the province of Mytho, in the course 
of one week, no less than thirty-two rebellious chiefs gave in 
their submission, The Aunamites of the frontier, too, have 
by their reports served to extend into the neighbouring pro- 
vinees confidence in the justice and humanity of the French 
authorities, Under the conviction of the importance of agri 
culture to the interests of the colony, the Governor ha 
formed at Saigon an agricultural and industrial committee 
which has for its object a periodic exposition of indigenous 
produce, and of such improved mechanical implements as may 
be introduced. Modes of transport, too, are to be,improved, 
and it is hoped that at no distant time a number of steamers of 
light draught may be advautageously employed in navigation. 
The large industrial works undertaken in the Chincse town of 
Cholen are being rapidly pushed forward; more especially the 
new canal and wharfs, aud general building improvements, so 
that before long the town will exhibit quite a transformation. 


BORNEO.J 
SARAWAK. 

On Trinity Sunday, the 11th June, an ordination was held 
here by the Bishop of Labuan and Sarawak, when Mr. C. Wy 
Hawkins, of St. Augustine’s College, and Mr. J. Richardson, 
who has, for the last three years and a-half, been a catechist 
among the Lalakow Dyaks, &v., and Too Ngyen Khoon, for

twelve years catechist among the Kay Chinese, wero ordained 
deacons. The ordination sermon in the morning was 
preached by his lordship the Bishop of Labuan and 
Sarawak. On Monday, the 12th, the Second Synod of the 
Church was convened after morning service, when the 
sermon was preached by tho Rev. W. H. Gomes. There 
were six presbyters and three deacons present. The 
Bishop, after special prayer, opened tho synod with an ad- 
dress, in which he reviewed the work of the missions, aud 
showed that although in past years its progress had been slow, 
yet the future was promising and full of hope. ‘The number of 
natives baptised, forming congregations at the several stations, 
was, at Sarawak, 179 (chiedy Chinese), at Lundu and Ladumak, 
152, at Binting, 138, at Quop, 98, at Mundong, 56, at Undoss, 
13, At all the stations considerable numbers of Catechumens 
were under instruction. The synod sat for four days, and 
among other things, decided upon the Malay and Dyak words 
for a number of theological terms which frequently occur in 
translations into Dyak and Malay. There were also some in- 
teresting papers read upon the superstitions and practices of 
the Monongs among the Sea and Land Dyaks; and also upon 
the rites of marriage and burial. Some satisfactory discus- 
sions ensued upon the best way of dealing with these rites and 
practices, in a missionary point of view. ‘The clergy were all 
the guests of the Bishop during their stay at the capital, aud 
after the synod they returned to their respective stations, 


STRAITS OF MALACCA. 
SINGAPORE. 

Dates are to the 21st July. The London mail of the 10th 
Juno arrived out on the afternoon of the 15th July. The 
French steamer Donnai arrived on the 18th July with the mail 
of the 17th June, 

The French war steamer Orne came into Singapore harbour 
en the 5th July, having left Aden on the 19th June. The 
Hamburg steamer China, from Grimsby the 1st April, came 
into the roads on the 20th July. 

The weather continues sultry (reports the Overland Free 
Press), and the absence of rain begins to tell on the wells. 
With the exception of a few slight showers, we have had 
scarcely any rain for six wecks ; and the disagreeableness of the 
weather has been very much aggravated by a strong hot wind 
which has been blowing for several days. ‘This wind, called the 
Java, is more dangerous than is imagined ; avd to sleep ex- 
posed to it is often attended with serious consequences. A 
gentleman who reached this a short time back by the mail 
steamer from China in perfect health, slept in the verandah of 
the Hotel d’Europe on the evening of his arrival; and on 
awaking the side of his body which had been most exposed to 
the wind was perfectly paralyzed. He left this quite a 
cripple. 

In days of yore, when an armed steamer of the Bengal Marine 
was kept on this station, the commander, when not engaged 
elsewhere, made it a point to take up his quarters off Point 
Romania for the protection of our native trade. Once or twice 
a month he used to run his vessel up the coast as far as 
Kalautan and further, and cruise about looking for pirates. 
When the steamer lay at anchor her boats were sent out to 
perform sirailar duties. Not a native craft was allowed to pass 
without being overhauled. We have no doubt that such vigi- 
lance had a salutary effect on the pirates of the coast, as they 
would be sure to hear that a man-of-war was on the alert, and 
likely to pounce upon them at any time. We were led into 
these remarks by learning that Chinese pirates were committing 
their depredations as low down as Tringanu, on the Malay 
coast. H.M. gunboat Banterer, and the Straits Government 
steamer Pluto left on the 12th July to look after these pirates, 
The Deputy-Commissionerof Police accompanied the expedition, 

The detachment of the 35th Regt. M.N.I. from Penang, will 
be conveyed by the steamer Rainbow to Labuan, and the relief 
brought here by the samesteamer. This detachment has been 
waiting for several days, owing to the Jo having been des- 
patched on other duties. The Free Press observes with regard 
to the taking up of the Rainxdow to carry troops to Labuan, 
that the cost of transport is a charge against the Imperial, not 
the local Government. The order from home is that. the relief 
shonid be effected always, if possible, by one of H.M.’s vessels. 
‘There 1s moore than enough of work (local) for the F'luto, for 
many weeks tv -ome—say, ithe floating light vessel has to be 
towed to Singapore tu repair, and another to take her place on 
the North Sands—native porw haye to be visited, and the 











Governor proceeds shortly on his annual tour to the little 
settlements. 

Sallay, the Javanese who committed the “amok” on board 
the Dutch brig Salida, has been pronounced by the Resident’s 
assistant-surgeon to be of sound mind. He was removed to 
Her Majesty's Jail, from the Police Hospital, where he has been 
under the surveillance of the doctor for some days. When he 
was brought up at the Criminal Sessions, and the indictments 
read to him, the Recorder made some remarks regarding the 
prisoner not having been committed to jail immediately after 
his commitment, and commented in strong terms on his being 
taken to a place other than Her Majesty’s Jail. Although the 
arrangement was approved of on public grounds, it was the 
illegality of s0 doing that was condemned, as the prisoner had 
no time given him to prepare his defence. As it was necessary 
to obtain further proof as to the prisoner’s state of mind 
antecedent to the murder, recourse was had to the Consul for 
Netherlands India, who promised to communicate with the 
Resident of Sourabaya on the subject. Taking into considera- 
tion all these circumstances, it was thought necessary to post- 
pone the trial until nest Sessions, to give ample time to hear 
from Sourabaya, and to give the prisoner the full benefit of 
counsel. 

The party who committed the robbery in the Masonic Lodge, 
and who was so leniently dealt with, evidently stole more than 
what was recovered by the police, as it now turns out that a 
German named Peter Haps, who is a partner in the Rotterdam 
Tavern, North Bridge Road, had by him one of the ornaments 
stolen from the Lodge on the above occasion. The manner he 
accounts for his being possessed of such property is satisfactory 
to him, and entirely exonerates him from all blame. George 
England, who is already convicted of the Lodge robbery, states 
that he disposed of a similar masonic jewel in a case to a 
seaman for two dollars ; which has not been recovered, as the 
seaman left shortly after for New York. The precise descrip- 
tion and list of the masonic jewellery lost has not been ascer- 
tained, and it very much depends as to whether George Eng- 
land will give any information as will lead to the discovery of 
such property that is still unrecovered, 

‘A Europeav seaman named Hugh Curran, belonging to the 
British ship Rowena, was committed for trial at the next Criminal 
Sessions, by the Marine Magistrate, on a charge of stabbing and 
wounding a seaman of the same vessel named James Neblock, 
on the passage from Melbourne to Singapore. On the 2nd 
July, after the arrival] of the ship in port, the wounded man 
was sent to the hospital, where he was placed under the treat- 
ment of Dr. Ferguson. 

‘A coroner’s inquest was held on the 18th July, before F. G. 
Gottlieb, Esq., Deputy-Coroner, on the body of a European 
named Richard Peratt. After the medical evidence had been 
taken the jury returned a verdict to the following effect :— 
« Died from natural causes, aggravated by a violent purgatire 
administered by John Francis Christiav.” Before the inquest 
Dr. Ferguson analysed some pills which were brought away from 
the house of the above-named, and the ingredients contained in 
them were not at all satisfactory. It appears that this doctor, 
a pative of Madras, has been in the habit of carrying about 
with him a wand which contains any number of pills, for all 
disorders. ‘These were tested and sppcared to be highly ob- 
noxious for the European temperament. Dr. John got a 
very narrow escape of being committed for manslaughter. 

On the 17th July, two cases of Wha Whay (a species of 
lottery) were successfully prosecuted before the sitting Magis- 
trate. In one a Sine of Afty rupecs was inflicted on the prin- 
cipal offender ; and in the second a fine of 200 rupees. The 
first was carried on in a hut on Thomson’s Road; the second 
ina doctor's shop in town. We understand that gambling in 
this form is indulged in to a frightful extent. ‘he lottery is 
usually drawn in Johore, or some out of the way place on this 
island, and the keeper has numerous agents for the sale of his 
tickets, who dispose of them in every hole and corner. 
Domestics are very much addicted to this pastime. It is said 
that gambling at pot has waned before Wha Whay.

CHINA EXPORTS. 
TeAa.—CanToN.—The quiescent state of our market hasiucreased, and 
prices for Scented Teas rule from 2 to 3 tls. lower; fully half the settle- 
ments of the fortnight have been tor the United States and Buenos 


Ayres, so that the actual settlements for England have been very sinall. 
Country Congous,— Musiers of four chops have been shown, and qua 
appears fully equal to former seasons. We hear the chops will be here in the 
course of a fow d Couniry Greens.—Settlements for the fortnight 
have been 803 hali-chests for the American market at advanced rates, as 
oted in our last. Canton-made Tess.—Some 2,500 packages have 
found buyers chiefly for Buenos Ayres, and Scented kinds have been pur- 
chased for the sime market ; this remark also applies to Gunpowder, which 
is the only kind of Canton Greens that has found buyers. Sales, Prices, 
and Stocks, we quote as follows :—Tayshan, new make, 50 j-ch., at 
22 to 28 tls. ; do. do., 2.000 bxs., at 22 tows tls.; Scented Orange 
Pekoe, 10,000 bxs., 22 to 35 tls. ; Scented Caper, 6,800, at 23 to 34 tls. 5 
Gunpowder, 2,000, at 18 to 26 tls. ; Country Greens, 890 3 27 to 
85 tls; Gunpowder, 36 to 52 tls. ; Imperial, 33 to 49 tis, ; Hyson, 25, 
to 31 tls.; Young Hyson, 22 to 30 tls. ; Twankay, 15 to 17 tle. 
Snanxcuar.—Black Teas: We have now to report the opening of our 
market fur Congous, which took place on the 22th ult., by the settlement 
of three chops of med.um Oopacks at 2k} taels (at Is. 8d. per Ib.), and 
one chop of Ene quality at 33} tae!s (at Is. 11d. per Ib.). These prices 
are about three tuels under present Hankow rates, and lay down the teas 
at last London quotation, Since the arrival of the French mail there 
has been more uisposition to operate, and we think purchases will now 
follow on the same scale. Fine Teas are for the most part being «hipped 
on owners’ account, the supply of this class being unusually short 
this season. —_ Ke-shipments “of Hankow settlements have been 
15,000 chests, and our stock is estima'ed at 30 chops, or 13,300 
chests. Total shipments (including Hankow Settiements), 24,100 
chests, against 56,000 chests at same date last year. Green ‘Teas: ‘The 
settlements coniprise only GOU half-chests at 26 to 28 tls. proportion, prices 
about the same as those last quoted. There have been no reshipments, 
and our stock is reduced to 5,600 half-chests, only 4.000 of which are 
country packed, and all of undesirable quality. From Pingsuey we hear 
that the picking of the new teas has commenced, and we have received 
mosters ot the new leaf; but through untayourable weather the teas ‘vill be 
somewhat later than last year in coming to hand. ‘Total. shipments to 
date : 4,200 half-chests, against 3,600 balf-chests at same date last_year. 
Quotations.— Gunpowder : Cargo, 27 to 31 tls. ; superior, 33 to 39 tls. 5 
fine, 41 to 48 ts. 5 fi 9 to G8 tls. Imperial: Cargo. 22 to 24 Us. 5 
superior, 27 to 2 3 fine, 31 to 36 tls. ; finest, 87 to 42 tls. Young 
Hyson : Carzo. 12 to 18 tls; superior, 21 to 28 tls. ; fine, 29 to 83 tla. 3 
finest, 37 to 43 tls, Hyson : Cargo, 23 to 28 tls. 5 superior, 31 to 39 ts. 5 
fine, 41 to Su tis.; finest, 51 to G4 tls, Twankay: Cargo, 9 to 12 tls, 3 
superior, 13 1015 Us.

Foocnow.—The mail has not arrived, owing to the steamer which 
should have brouzht it down being lost (no doubt) in a typhoon on the 
way up. The following is the report for the week ending Ist July. 
Conyou, a large business has been done during the week, principally 
in the lower grades tor Australia, which have advanced from 5 mace to 
Ltael. Prices ot other descriptions are about the same. ‘The finest Kai- 
sows are ucarly all settled. Souchong.— A few chops have been shipped, 
but the terms on which they were settied have not transpired. ‘The tea 
wmen reported bids for the finest chops as bigh as 35 to 37 taels. Oolongs. 
—A fair Uusiness had been done without any alteration in quotations. 
Scented Teas were being shipped ireely, the market maintaining the high 
range of quotations last reported. . 
Nixcro.—Pingsuey: Since our last much higher prices have been paid 
up country for ieat, which now enhance cost of good chops to equivalent 
of Sh, 36 tls. per pice, proportion laid down in Shanghai. 
Hankow.—Tie latest date is the 29th ult. Settlements continued at 
the rise, ed by the news of the reduction of duty till the arrival of the 
English mail of 26th April, when less eagerness was shown, and there 
being few fine teas left on the market, purchases were made at somewhat 














































































































easier rates. In all 75 chops bave been settled during the formight. 
Some musters of second cmp bave come to band, which are good in leaf, 
but wanting in strength. Reports are now, that notwithstanding the it 
ducements offered by the high opening rates, the total yield will be within 
that of last year. There was a stock of $4 chops left on the market. 
Quotations were :—Oopacks, fine to finest. 26} to S4 tls. ; fair to good 
Oopacks andfine to finest Oonams, 23 to 26 tls. ; common Oopacks and 
Oonams, 15 to 22 tls. Total shipments to date—187 chops or 9,906,600 
pounds, against 223 chops or 12,130,200 pounds last year. 

Raw Six.—A quantity bas accumulated here during the fortnight, 
owing to the anziety of exporters to ship. This opportunity the Rangoon 
will carry about 4,900 bales. 

SHancuat.—Since last mail 6,000 to 7,000 bales of silk have been 
settled at rather lower prices. ‘The arrivals lately have not been on such. 
a large scale from the interior, and the unsold stock is reduced to 3,000 
bales. ‘The reports of the second crop are less satisfactory, the yield not 
being considered so large as was expected; some of the silk may be 
expected down in Shanghai in a few days. The Yokohama mail arrived 
on the Ist inst.; by it advices were received to the 26th June. The 
steamer had only about 40U bales of silk on board, the transactions for the 
fortnight having been moderate ; the unsold stock was estimated at about 
400 to 500 bales. ‘The following are the latest quotations: —Tsatlee, 
Chops No. 1, 500 tls. per picul; do, No. 2, 480 tls. per picul; do., N 
8, 460 tls. per picul. ‘Laysaam, Chops No. 1, 420 to 430 tls. per picul 
do., No, 2, 400 to 410 tls. ‘per picul ; do., No. 3, 380 to 390 tls. per picul. 
Yuenfa, Chops No. 1, 440 to 400 tls. per picul; do., No. 2, 420 to 
430 tls, per picul. . 

Yoxouama.—The settlements for the past fortnight amount to about 
700 (native) bales, comprising one or two small parcels of new crop. 
Owing to the favourable accounts from Europe brought by last mail, and 
the low Exchange ruling, prices are likely to open very high, though the 
season's yield is confidently expected to be a large one. 

Daves, &c.—Cantow.— Cassia Lignea,—This article is higher again, 
and is now quoted $16 to $16.23, at which rate some 1,650 piculs have 
been taken : the remaining stuck consists of 3,00 piculs. Cassia Buds: 
$59 per picul, nominal ; the first arrivals of the new crop are experted in 
about araonth, China Galls : no transactions; the article can be bought 
at $12.50. Vermilion: £37.50 per box of 50 catties ; nothing doing for 
export. Musk: No arrivals, no sales, further supplies of inferior quality 
being expected, purchasers have withdrawn the offers previously inade. 
Rhubarb: No arrivals, and no stock. Galangal : $2.20 per pieul —no 
buyers. Essential Oils : very scarce, 

Canrnor.—Hoxc Ko The last arrival from Tamsui brought 
some 1,500 piculs, of which 700) piculs have been sold at $18 per picul 
unpacked, which is to-day’s market value. Stock on hand uot very large, 
and demand not very active. 
























































CHINA IMPORTS. 

Coron Yarx.—In the absence of almost all inquiry the quotations 
for this article, which are put at about 23. per bale below those current 
under date of last report, must be regarded as quite nominal. The trans 
actions of the formizht consist of the sale ot 65 bales and 9 bales of 
damayed twist sold by public auction. Grey Shirtings: A limited 
amount of business, estimated ut about 9,000 pieces, has been transacted in. 
these goods during the past fortnigat, but importers have found it necessary 
in order to ellect sales to submit to a reduction in prices equal to 10) cents 

Some 3.200 sea damaged cloths have been moved off by 
White Shirtings: Continue to be in hardly any request, and 
settlements are lim ted to 1,000 pivees and about 1,790 pieces damaged 
Goods. T-Cioths: ‘These goods again show a decline in value equal to 
that experienced by grey shirtings, without leadicg to any increased de- 
mand, and the business transacted during the fortuight is limited to sales 
4,500 pieces. 

Woo.Lexs.—Spanish Stripes, Medium Cloths, Ladies and Habit 
Cloths : Have met with a fair amount of inquiry during the past fortnight 
at the prices current under the date of last report, the settlements eflected 
amounting to S44 pieces of Spanish Stripes and 16 pieces of Ladies and 
Habit Cloths at 80 c. to 95 c. per yard.

In taking leave of the society, Sir Harry Parkes took occasion to congra~ 
tolate it on the progress it had made, and on the fair prospects held out 
by the future. A new room had been secured and the working staff 
of the society increased by the addition to the Council of Messrs. 
Giquel and Probst. The post of secretary, which had been so 
well filled by Mr. Brown, liad been assumed by Mr, Alabatter, so that 
no element ‘of success was wanting. The speaker had therefore great 
corfidence in leaving the society, and he assured the memtcrs that in his

Under such circumstances, a little respect for his civilisation, his 
traditions, and his invincible vitality would not be amiss, and it is certain 
that our relations with the East would be smoother were the respect oftener 
felt and manifested. It is, perhaps, hopeless to expect such a sentiment 
in British India, and it is equally improbable that it will ever be shown in 
our dealings with the Chinese ; but Japan is a new country just opened to 
us, and the comparative sturdiness of the Japanese character might inspire 
some such feeling. ‘The Japanese is disposed to feel some respect for us. 
‘He stood up in open resistance, and was fairly beaten, and is now ready to 
be a good friend. He stands to the ordinary Chinaman in much the same 
relation that a Sikh does to a Bengalee. The Sikhs resisted ue more 
‘stubbornly than any other race of British India, but when onee conquered 
proved the steadiest of supporters, under circumstances which tried their 
fidelity to the utmost. i 

The commercial reports of the Consuls in Japan and North China 
which have just been published by the Foreign Office show the extent to 
which our trade with these countries may be carried if our relations with 
them are only kept ona peaceful footing. Last year, it will be remem- 
bered, we were obliged to take into our hands the correction of the Daimio 
Chosiu by sending an expedition to Simonoseki. The expedition did not 
reach ils destination till September, and it might be imagined that for some 
months previously the trade with Japan was slight and irregular. ‘The 
fact, on the contrary, is that the returns both of imports and exports show 
a considerable advance on the returns of the previous tweltemonth, and, 
with the single exception of raw silk, there was an actual increase in the 
quantities of every staple export, The total tonnage which entered ip- 
wards at Kanagawa rose from 64,420 to 75,460, and out of this total the 
tonnage of British shipping rose from 34,790 to 61,498. The total value of 
exports and imports in the year amounted to £3,888,200, against £1,346,000 
in 1863, the value in 1860 having been only £980,000. ‘This is a rapid 
increase, but it is nothing to what may be hereafter. The Japanese mer- 
chants show the liveliest desire to pusha trade with the pioneers of Western 
commerce, and the Japanese authorities have exhibited a commendable 
advance towards freedom in relaxing regulations which interfered with 
trade. The export of silk, which is one of the greatest importance in 
Japan, exhibits, as we hinted, a slight decline ; but in spite of this the au- 
thorities have, for the first time, permitted the export of silkworms’ eggs. 
‘The covtinuance of the disease among European silkworms naturally 
caused a considerable export directly the trade was opened, and 200,000 
cards of egys were shipped of the estimated volue of £50,000. ‘The same 
disease among European silkworms stimulated Mr. Taylor Meadows, our 
Consul at Newchwang, to make inquiries about tho oak-leaf eating worm, 
‘or mountain worm, asit is called by the Chinese. It was at first thought 
that a beneficial result. might follow a crossing of this oak-leaf eater with 
the mulberry-leaf eater, but on further investigation it appeared that the 
worms were of different species, and the hope had to be discarded. Some- 
thing, however, might be made out of this mountain worm aud his cocoons 
taken alone, He is described as an enormous creature; bis cocoon is 
three times the size of that of the mulberry-eater, and in his flying stage 

into a large and rihly-coloured butterfly, measuring from tip to 
is expanded wings some seven to nine inches, ‘as large as a swal- 
But, apart from doubtful speculations about the oak-leaf eater, 
which is perhaps the well-known worm of Canada and elsewhere, the re- 
port of Mr. Meadows is most valuable from the information it gives about 
countries known even by name to few Englishmen outside the Civil Ser- 
vice Commission. Newchwang itself is at the head of the gulf cutting off 
the north-cast corner of China from the rest of the Empire, and the nature 
of its climate may be gucssed from the fact that the first vessel in 186% 
arrived there on the 22nd of March, and was very much cut and damaged 
dy the floating ice. _ Still farther to the east of Newchwang is the valley of 
the Yaloo, and the Yuloo itself—a river which at a distance of 25 miles from 
‘mouth was 300 yards wide and 20 feet deep—separates China from the 
independent country Corea, All this country is at present supplied with 
European commodities through the port of Newehwang, and Mr. Mea- 
dows looks forward to an indefinite extension of the trade of the port in 
conseqterce, although it seems possible that some harbour may be disco- 
yered in the west cont of Corea which would naturally divert much of 
the traflic with Newchwang. ‘The Coreans purchase the goods they re- 
quire in a way which reca!ls the great fairs of medieval Europe. Three 
times in the year—at the third, ninth, and twelfth moon—Corean traders 
crass the Yaloo and advance to a spot ten miles short of the last city on 
th+ Chinese side, where, under the jurisdiction of mandarins deputed for 
tha’ purpose. puving and selling go on for a month. The Coreans are 
by innkeepers, who establish themselves in tents and provide 
ent Tor their countrymen, who pass to and fro on horscback, 
while the goods are brouglit tu the mart on bullocks. The Coreans bring 
gold du-t, tiger-skins, and ginseng, and take back foreign cotton manutac- 
tures and opium. A new trade is, however, springing up with the Coreans 
and the Chincse of the Newchwang district. Hitherto they have not known 
the use of window glass, and their windows are glazed with paper. This 
is an application of the commodity of which even the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer probably never dreamt, and it must be acknowledged that it 
has its drawbacks. "To get any light through paper it is necessary that the 
whole of a room, from 3 ord feet above the floor up to the ceiling. should be 
window, and this in a climate where the thermometer falls 5 to 10 degrees 
below zero on awinter’s night — indeed, once i Mr. Meadow's experience, it 
felt) degroes below zero —is rather trying.

We do not suppose that our future intercourse with Jpan and the north 
of China will be free froin peril or unchequered by vicissitudes. ‘The last 
intelligence, that the T'yeoon and Mikado were about to march against their 
rebellious feudatories points to troubles which have probably been precipi- 
tated, if not entirely caused, by our arrival in Japan, and the result of such 
a civil war can scarcely be increased govdwill to the intruders, The fact 
that the Tycoon and the Spiritual Chief have taken such a step isa con- 
vincing proof of the sincerity of their good intentions towards us, and the 





























































































fidelity with which they desire to carry out their treaty engagements, Op- 
posed as they were by tradition and policy to any extension of intercourse 
with the outer world, they hare, by the coune of events, acquired a re- 
spect and goodwill for us which we ought not to be slow to reciprocate. 
This consideration may fairly influence much of our future policy. As 
long as the Tycoon and Micado are faithful and energetic, and the mass of 
the people are friendly and willing to trade, we may be certain that our in- 
tercourse with them will increase, in spite of the resistance of the great 
feudal lords and the lawlessness of their armed dependents. 





BANK OFFICERS IN INDIA AND CHINA. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 


Sts,—As one who has for a considerable time been actively engaged 
in the working of one of the largest and most influential of the India and 
China Banks, I take the opportunity offered in your impression of 17th 
April to submit a few remarks in answer to an extract which you quote 
from the pages of one of your contemporaries, the writer of which makes 
somewhat unwarrantable attack on the body of gentlemen whom I, on 
this occasion, represent. The Bank Shareholder” commences by call- 
ing attention to the malpractices (somewhat strong term), of European 
officers in Eastern banks, one of which consists in accepting the privilege, 
permitted by the management, of drawing on London at sight at the 
usual six months’ rate. ‘This is certainly done I believe in every bank in 
the East, and 1 presume is allowed by the directors because, with greater 
liberality than “ Bank Shareholder” can conceive, they decline to make 
& profit out of the well-earned remuneration of their staf. The same ar- 
gument applies to the remaining “ malpractice ” touched on, viz., that of 
accepting the six months’ deposit rate of interest on the current account, 
and in either of these cases it will be manifest to anyone who has the 
slightest knowledge of the profits on banking in the East, and the ways in 
which they are made, that no oss to the shareholders can possibly arise 
out of such privileges ; while on the other hand, if the bank officers are 
treated on the same terms as ordinary clients, then a profit would accrue 
to the corporation on the salaries paid, and, I repeat, the directors, and I 
believe the body of shareholders, wish nothing of the kind. 

‘The “ Bank Shareholder” proceeds to suggest that as a very natural 
consequence of such privileges being allowed, the gentlemen who benefit 
by them will in all probability overstep the limit prescribed (i.e., to family 
remittances), and (in plain terms) swindle their employers. “ Every 
day's experience of mankind " says this philosopher, “ proves that we are 
naturally liable to err, and that where self-interest is concerned, people 
are inclined to benefit themselves at the expense of others if they are made 
their own arbiters.” What! has the “ Bank Shareholder” no belief in the 
character and integrity of a body of gentlemen who are distinguished, 
even among English merchants, for their mercantile honour? Does he 
not know that appointments in the East are only as a rule given to men 
of whose character years of experience in banks at home can leave no 
doubt? Surely if he must see himself in print a little thought and in- 
quiry might have been expended by this generous representative of the 
“Fountain Head.” In no instance within my memory or experience 
have any defalcations been committed by European oflicers in the East, 
and the instances quoted in your extract do not apply to them in any way. 

‘Again: “ European Bank officers are very handsomely paid—in most 
eases ridiculously higher than their services are worth.” The ‘ Bank 
Shareholder ” evidently knows nothing whatever of the expenses of living 
in the East; his ideas of eating and drinking are probably based on 
experiences extending within a radius of four miles from the Mansion- 
house. Lethim tive for in China on a limited income and then talk of 
overpaid bankers. Butiacts arc the best arguments. The pay of a bank 
assistant on coming out is generally about £500 per annum, and my own 
experience is that, with strict economy and care, this will serve to feed and 
clothe him if his tastes are moderate: save money he cannot, and if 
unfortunately sick and compelled to indulge in the luxury of medical 
attendance, debt must inevitably follow. In all other business houses 
young men (generally with little or no experience) on entering receive 
sum of £30) to £400 per annum, and are supplied by the fina with every- 
thing they require—food, wine, servants, medical attendance, &c., &c., 80 
that their expenditure need be very little. None of these are supplied by 
the bant's ; then are bankers “ndiculously’ overpaid? In course of 
years of course the rewards become higher, A bank manager may receive 
from £2,000 to £3,000 per annum ; but consider the rewards of other 
branches of trade, and how great is the responsibility and labour attached to 
the management of a large bank, and then judge are the rewards adequate, 
ar less excessive. 

The idea that the possession of a certain number of shares is fully 
sufficient to enable the holders to correct errors of management of 
directors and managers is not uncommon among a certain class of men, 
and appears to bea failing with the * Bank Sharcholder ;” of course he 
is right and the whole list of directors in London and India totally wrong. 
Let him then suzgest his improvements at the next general meeting of 
the banks which are fortunate enough to possess hin as part of their 
«Fountain Head," and prove how small a minority his opinions represent.

THE SILK TRADE—FRANCE vy, ED 
(eRoM THE EcoNomtst.) 

‘The famous project for depriving London of itssupremacy as a silk mar— 
ket, which has long been under consideration in France, is again exciting 
attention. The French say that, as they are the greatest consumers of silk in 
the world, it is absurd that they should have to go to London to get the sup= 
ply of Asiatic silk they need, when it would be possible to bring it direet to 
France at a much cheaper rate. The Minister of Commerce has more 
than once pressed the matter on the Chatnbers of Commerce concemed 
in the trade; not Jong ago he sent them a circular stating that, if means 
could be found to buy the silk in Asia, direct from the native producers, 
the steamers of the Messageries Impcriales would be able to carry to Mar- 
seilles any quantity of it. Recent letters from French traders in China 
treat the question with great interest, But the upshot of the whole busi- 
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ness appears to be this—that in order to change the existing state of 
affairs large capital must be sent to Asia, great latitude in the employment 
of it must be allowed to agents, and much time will be required. “Now, 
the dealersof silk in France have not got large capital at their disposal ; they 
are strongly disinclined to confide the control of what they do postess to 
men whom they cannot watch constantly, and they not patience to 
wait for years for the success of a commercial operation, According te 
all appearances, thea, the English will retain possession of the silk trade in 
‘Asia, provided they do not act in such a way as to render this monopoly 
absolutely intolerable ; in which case they would have to fear that the 
Government would make up fur the lack of means and energy of mer. 
chants, by, a8 the phrase goes, “doing something” iteclf, At present the 
glish supply France with about one-half of the foreign raw silk she 
receives. ‘The quantity she took out of bond for consumption in the first 
six months of the present year was 1,472,100 kilogrammes (1,472 tons), 
of the estimated value of 76,181,175f., and of it 719,000 kilogrammes, 
value 37,254,825f,, were from England; 285,500 kilogrammes, value 
14,774,625f., from Turkey ; 59,000 kilogrammes, value 2,742,7508., 
from Italy ; 500 kilogrammes, value 25,8756, from Belgium ; 8,100 
kilogrammes, value 419,175f., from the Zollrerein; and 405,100 kilo- 
grammes, value 20,963,925f., from other countries. In the designation 
* other countries” direct imports from British India, China, and Japan 
‘are comprised, and some of them also were made by the English. 

















ACCLIMATISATION OF THE SILKWORM. 


‘The fifth annual report of the Acclimatisation Society contains the 
following interesting account of the efforts that are being made to naturalise 
certain species of the silkworm :— 


THE AILANTHUS SILKWORM, 

The hope expressed in our last report, that experiments with the Bombyx 
cynthia would be carried a step further during the spring of the present 
year, has been fulfilled ; and another step in advance would have been 
gained but for a series of untoward circumstances. In spite of these 
accidents, however, the essential fact is established, vir., that the Bombyz 
cynthia is capable of free propagation in the open air in this climate, and 
that in the proper season the supply of its natural food is without limit, 
Moreover, much experience has been gained in spite of failure, and per- 
haps in consequence of partial failure. 

[in the month of October, 1863, ten cocoons, which had been spun in 
Mr. Willis's nursery grounds, were carefully collected and preserved. On 
the 11th of March ensuing, Dr. Collings, who has great experience in 
the management of silkworms, and was provided with a couple of ailan- 
thus shrubs, kindly undertook the charge of the above-mentioned cocoons. 
The following note gives details of his proceedings :— 


Wednesday, 23rd June, 1864. 

“* My dear Dr. Hoskins,—Our experiment with the ailanthus silkworm 
has come to an untimely conclusion. Yesterday evening I was in posses- 
sion of thirty-nine fine worms already commencing their first change. 
‘This morning only one can be found, and that one lying in a disabled 
state upon the ground, The cocoons you brought to me | left in my 
study facing south, and on the 18th May, after eeveral warm days, I found 
that three moths had already come forth; one of them was dead, with its 
wings undeveloped and imperfect; another, judging from its battered ap- 
pearance, had been out sone days, and was very languid ; both of these 
were males. ‘The thira, a feroale, was in full vigour and quite perfect, 
but on the 20th her wings were battered, and her activity diminished, 
nevertheless she commenced laying, but her eggs were unimpregnated. 

“On the 2lst another fine female appeared, and on the 22nd an active 
male. In a few days the former laid many eggs, which were perfectly 
fertilised, and on the 12th June these eggs began to hatch. 

“ Some difficulty was expericnced for the first few days in feeding the 
worms upon leaves detached from the trees; many of them died in con- 
sequence of the rapid withering of the leaves, although standing in water. 
On the 16th June I therefore placed the remaining worms upon a tree. 
‘The more vigorous soon sought appropriate Places, and began to feed 
heartily, the weaker died and dropped off. ‘The worms which survived 
attached themselves to the ander surface of the leaves, and were protected 
during heavy rains which fell about this time. I afterwards placed the 
tree in the conservatory, which is cool and well ventilated, but, unfor- 
tunately, a pair of robins had built their nest in a citron tree against the 
conservatory wall, and, not discriminating between the Bombyx cyntha 
and the common worm, destroyed all our hopes and expectations. 

“ ApotrHus CouLincs.” 


Asa set-off against these disappointments, a fresh supply of eggs, which 
had been procured for us by the Council, was received by the Honorary 
Secretary of the branch on the 17th of last July. A portion of this wel- 
come and timely consignment was placed at once in Dr. Collings’s hands, 
and the remainder was committed to the care of Mr. Willis, who con- 
ducted the first experiment so successfully, and, in anticipation of a fresh 
crop of worms, had planted several rows of ailanthus shrubs. 

On the Ist of August about twenty-five fine worms were placed upon 
the shrubs, and carefully protected by means of gauze netting, They 
began to spin on the 20th of the same month, and continued to do 0, 
unatfected by a strong galeand heavy rain which occurred un the 24th of 
August. 

‘Gn the 7h of September ten cocoons were gathered ; another was 
found a few days after on an ailanthus, at a considerable distance from the 
hedge, but close to the spot on which the worms were placed last year; 
three more were obtained on the 2Ist, and the whole, amounting to four- 
teen cocoons, were preserved. 

Theeggs entrusted to Dr. Collings hatched in due course, and the 
worms were placed on shrubs in his conservatory, But another enemy, 
in the shape of ants, destroyed all the worms that he had reared, except one 
solitary individual, which spun a cocoon in great perfection, 

‘Two of the fourteen cocoons produced in the open air were unex- 
pectedly developed into moths as early as the 29rd of October, and in a 
few days another moth made its appearance. From these three precocious 
moths a number of fertilised eggs proceeded, and are carefully preserved 
in cool place by Dr. Collings. On the chance of any worms being 

















hatched prematurely, a few ailanthus shrubs have been planted in a 
forcing-house. 

The plan originally adopted by Mr. Willis, thet of planting the 
silanthus s0 as to form low thick hedges, is by far the best, as the worms 
are enabled to wander from one plant to another, and the whole can be 
easily protected by means of horizontal piles, supported by cross stakes, 
over which netting can be spread and secured so as to form a sort of tent. 
This plan is found to be the one subsequently recommended by Dr. 
Forgemol to the French Société d’ Acclimatation. 

As the result of our own experience, it may be proper to state that the 
cocoons, during their formation, should be carefully watched, and removed 
from the plants as soon as ever the spinning proces is completed. If 
allowed to remain longer than ten days on the shrubs after spinning has 
begun, the cocoons shrivel and lose their vitality. ‘The open-air 
experiments are fortunately the most successful, 

THE YAMMA-MAI SILKWORM. 

‘Through the kindness of Monsr. Ramel, a consignment of the eggs of 
the Yamma-Mai silkworm has been received by Mr. Bush. These worms 
feed upon the leaves of common oak. The season is as yet hardly ad- 
vanced enough to report with any certainty upon the probability oftheir 
succeeding in this country, but they have hatched out very healthily, with 
a vigorous appetite for oak leaves, showing a decided preference for the 
English oak, which, with the indefatigable and skilful care of Mrs. Bush, 
Promises successful results, as far as a small number can indicate . 

THE BOMBYX ATLAS. 

The silkworm culturis's in Frauce announce the birth or hatching of 
the larva of the Bombys atlas, an enormously large silk moth. This 
gigantic moth has never before been seen alive in Europe ; and if it ean 
be introduced into France it will prove of the greatest commercial value. 
Its cocoon is extremely large, and weighs nine grammes, whilst those of 
the ordinary worm do not exceed two grammes in weight. The grub 
lives on the leaves of a species of barberry shrub, 














Tue Cxinzese.—The Chinese mind, like the horse in a mill, 
treading the same dull, narrow round, which has been trod for ay 
harnessed to the routine explored by successive generations.

It said, * Let 
authority be barren; let experience be fertile.” A single imperial man- 
date might suffice to give a new direction to the studies of a third of the 
human race. Useful knowledge and practical science, uninvited and even 
discouraged by the highest authorities as not belonging to the domain of 
public instruction, are not without representatives in the ingenious pro~ 
ductions of Chinese industry ; and these productions are evidence of great 
aptitude for improvement which may hereafter be called into full activity. 
he imitative powers of the Chinese have always been subjects of admira- 
tion.— Sir Joha Bowring, in the Shilling Magazine. 





























Continental Lntellugence, 


HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Rorrerpam, Aug. 14. 

There is no news of great importance ; the King still remains 
at Lucerne, and all the Ministers have left the Hague, making 
@ proper use of the dead season. The favourable news received 
by the last mail will enable the Minister of the Colonial De- 
partment to stay some time longer at Kissingen. Mr. 
Thorbecke hes left the Haguo for Dresden, to be present at the 
great musical festival ; and Mr, Betz also is gone abroad, so 
thatthe Budget for 1866 is no doubt already determined on in 
principle. The Minister of War is making a tour of inspection 
through Holland, while Mr. Huysfe van Kattendyke has not 
yet returned from his very long absence. 

HRA. Prince Frederick has gone with his family to Ischl, 
the Austrian watering-place ; he will return before the 24th, 
on which day the obelisk will be inaugurated at Scheveningen, 
which is to be placed on the spot where Prince Willem (King 
Willem 1.) landed in 1813, on his return from his exile in 
England. 

On the 9th August, at a shooting-grouyd near the Hague, 
experiments were made with 16-inch rifled caunon on armour 
plates of 44 inch (English). The results were most satisfactory, 
the projectiles uscd being manufactured after the plan of Mr. 
W. de Fremery, Inspector of Marine Artillery, aud constructed 
of hard iron in the Government foundry at Delft. These pro- 
jectiles are found to be not only equal to, but even better than 
those constructed in the well-known manufactory of Krupp, at 
Essen. The projectiles were partly formed like the ordinary 
shells of the Whitworth system, and purtly like fire-grenades 
filled with phosphorus, Ail the projectiles pierced the armour 
plates, and destroyed the thick oak frame to which they were 
attached, By the fire-grenades the frames were entirely set in 
flames, and such 8 phosphoric vapour was occasioned that it 





was quite impossible even to romain in the neighbourhood of it. 
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It is stated that a single projectile of this kind is sufficient to 
force asbip to surrender, It was observed that most of the 
projectiles that struck the plates were found to be not at all 
hurt or damaged by the concussion. It is intended to continue 
these important experiments on a large scale. 

Some days ayo Mr, Verloren read a paper at the Reyal 
Academy of Sciences about the cultivation of the new Japan 
silkworm (Lomby.e tuthera— Yama mayx), in which he stated 
that, after experiments, he had come to the conviction that it 
was impossible to breed the inscet, because it was of an un- 
favourable species. A correspondent writes to the Spectator 
that the Verloren verdict is very wrong, and that it was neither 
the Dutch climate nor the unfavourable species (millions of 
the cocoons are produced in Japan that caused the failure of 
the experiment) but that it was rather bad treatment and 
the bad condition of the eggs, when imported, that interfered 
with the prosperity of the Yuma may. From the 89,000 eggs 
imported in 18G4-G65, which, according to the pauphlet of 
awa Sihoo, translated by Professor J. Hoffman, were not 
of a fine description, only one hundred to two hundred cocoons 
were produced. Another attempt, however, will be made to 
aport the seed of the Fane azyu, and notwithstanding the 
great difficulties, the correspondent thinks that within ten years 
the cultivation of this worm will prove of great benctit to 
Dutch commerce.

HAMBURG. 
(PROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
August 14, 

In my last letter I sent you some statistics of the general 
trade of this port last year, and now procced to lay before your 
readers some particulars of our special commerce with the Far 
East. 

‘The goods imported direct from China were of the value of 
1,070,290 marks banco (showing a great falling off against 
1864, when the value of the imports was 2,363,710 m. b.), 
principally from the insignificant quantity of tea, which was 
only 3,204 chests, against 16,264 in 1663, The most im- 
portant of the other itows are 16,164 chests and 610 bales of 
cassia lignea, value 569,300 m. b.; 5,633 bags of raw sugar, 
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70,940 m.b.; 1,156 chests of candied ginger, 24,370 m.b. ; 
44 chests of galls, 2,200 m. b.; 300 bales of galanga root, 
4,710 m. b.; 300 chests of star annis, 33,280 m. b.; 156 
chests oil of cassia, 63,640 m, b. ; 270 chests oil of star annis, 
76,320 m. b.; 70 chests of silk manufactures, 41,750 m. b.; 
and 170,000 canes, 12,190 m. b. 

From the Philippine Islands were imported 36,830 bags of 
sugar, of the value of 284,800 marks banco, and 200 bales of 
hemp for 8,610 m. b., making a total of 293,410 m. b., against 
538,170 in 1863. 

From Netherlands India 9,280 bags of rice, value 63,300 
m. b., 6 casks of nutmegs, 6 pipes of arrac, 155 chests of gum 
damar, 800 bundles of rattans, and 80,137 cancs, of the ag- 
gregate value of 85,950 m. b,, against 403,370 in 1863. 

From British India 104,327 bags of rice, value 1,006,210 
marks banco, 103 chests of ginger, 213 chests and 818 bales 
of terra catechu, 66 chests of shellac, 54, 816 hides, 428 casks 
of cocoanut oil, 13,635 bundles of rattans, 42,680 packages of 
cocoavut coir, and a few other items, making a total value of 
1,446,380 marks banco, against 1,908,040 in 1863. 

From Singapore the imports were too insignificant to 
enumerate the articles avd quantities ; suffice it to say that the 
wholo value was only 36,140 marks banco, against 414,110 in 
1863. 

But though the foregoing shows a fearful falling off in the 
direct imports, there was a considerable increase in the indirect 
supply of many articles of China and Eastern produce con- 
tained in the following table extracted from the returns :-—

Tho Prussian Consul at Bangkok kas sent home to his 
Government the exeguatur or official document recognising his 
consular capacity in Siam, which, from the singularity of its 
ornaments and the richness of the covering, is considered such 
a curiosity that it is exhibited for the inspection of the public 
in the Royal Court at Berlin, It purports to be granted by 
“tho King’s ‘Tribunal of Amant-Samagome, in the city of 
Satne-Corinder-Mahindrayuddhia, Bangkok, in the Kingdom of 


Siam, on Friday, the fifteenth night of the moon of the month 
Magh, of the third month of the cold season, in the year of the 
Rat of the sixth decade of the Siamese wra 1226.” The first 
leaf is composed of gold paper embroidered with gold thread 
and silk, and at the head of the document are imprinted the 
three Great Seals of State, below which is the impression of 
the Royal Seal with the white elephant. It is rolled up in the 
form of a scroll, and wrapped up ina covering of silk inter- 
woven with gold, the whole being enclosed ia a box curiously 
carved and painted. 

According to the treaty of 1861, concluded between China 
and Prussia, for hersclf and in the name of the German Zoll- 
verein, it is stipulated that each of the high contracting Ger- 
man States shail have the right of appointing a cousul-general 
in China and a consul for each of the ports and other places 
opened by the treaty. But as in such cases only one consul 
can act as the representative of the Zollverein, itheing agreed that 
that official shall be a salaried consul invested with the rights of 
jurisdiction and protection and precluded from engaging in mer- 
cantile transactions, the Government of the Grand Duke of Olden- 
burg—who is a member of the Zollvercin—looked upon it as a 
j matter of course from the very beginning that the appoint- 
tment of the consuls should devolve upon Prussia, althongh 
‘there is nothing to that effect stipulated in the treaty itself, 
* nor in the preliminary negotiations. Oldenburg has now, how- 
ever, come to an understanding with Prussia on the subject, 
and in the last number of the official Gazette a ministerial 
decree is promulgated giving public uotice that the Oldenburg 
consulates in China are abolished, and their rights and functions 
transferred for the future to the Consular representatives of 
Prussia, All Oldenburg subjects, and especially seafaring 
people requiring countenance and protection in the Chinese 
ports opened by treaty, have thercfore to apply to the Royal 
Prussian Consuls. In all eases in which Oldenburg subjects 
claim the assistance of Prussian Consuls for some reason or 
other they must conform to the laws and regulations in opera- 
tion as contained in the official instructions given to those 
officials, more especially with regard to the payment of the 
fees of office which they are authorised to exact. 

‘At a late meeting of the Russian Imperial Geographical 
Society, held at St. Petersburg, Admiral Lutke in the chair, a 
new map, in six sheets, of the course of the river Sungari was 
exhibited to the Fellows. It was compiled by M. Simonow, 
Quarter-Master General of Eastern Siberia, during the expedi- 
tion sent last year by the Governor-General to explore that 
river, some particulars of which I sent you ina former letter. 
The map has been engraved and lately published by the stuff at 
Irkutzk, and the copy exhibited at the meeting, a present from 
the originator to the Geographical Society, is the first hitherto 
transmitted to Europe. 

The section for Siberia has sent to the Society a tracing of 
a new sketch map of the country between a place bearing the 
formidable name of Tsowroukhaitouyefsk, on the river Argoon, 
and Blagovessensk, drawn by Prince Crapotkin, who was sent 
with a caravan to explore that part of the Chincse dominions. 
‘This journey was interesting in a twofold rexpcct, for it shows 
the geographical features and astronomical positions of an 
almost totally unknown country, and demonstrates how useful 
and importaut a land communication between the above locali- 
ties must eventually become, since the water road in descend- 
ing the Argoon and Amoor is long and dificult for navigation, 
not to say dangerous, for the bed of those rivers abounds with 
sandbanks, shoals, and rocks. 

COMMERCIAL. 

Corres.—A better feeling prevails for this article, and the market is 
steady. Sales of the week 15,000 bags, arrivals 37,318 bags. 

Sccax.—Raw continues ina state of calmness, Of refined 18,000 
loaves were sold and realised rather better prices. 

Rice quiet, but not lower. 

Spices.—There is more demand for Cassia Lignea, which has in con- 
sequence undergone a trifling improvement. Ginger is firmer. In 
Pepper there have been some lively transactions, among which were 7,000 
bags of Singapore, part ex warehouse and part for arrival at 3} to 33 Sch.

THE OPENING OF THE TEA SEASON. 


Never was the truth of the old saying “ill news travels 
apace” more completely verified than it has been in the tenor 
of the telegrams which come to us from the tea-shipping ports 
in China. The newly opened telegraphic communication with 
India—which, by the way, is so carelessly and inefficiently 
managed as to be a source of constant complaint among those 
who are obliged to make usc of it—now brings us intelligence 
from China in little more than three weeks; and the telegrams 
which follow each other in rapid succession indicate a degree of 
recklessness on the part of tea-buyers surpassing even that of 
Jast season. This is “ill news” indecd ; but there is probably 
worse to follow, The experience of past years teaches us that 
when once this spirit of competition is roused, not even the 
prospect of certain and severe losses is sufficicut to impose any 
restraint on the extravagant emulation it engenders among 
buyers ; in the almost frantic desire to get the first cargoes 
away, merchants bid eagerly against one another, running up 
prices until even the Chinese tea-men are surprised and de- 
lighted at the paradise which opens itself to their gratified 
vision. No jealousy of one another, no hot impatience to push 
the markets exists among them, to prevent their reaping the full 
advantage of the situation. When buyers thus voluntarily 
open the markets at extreme rates, the native dealers have only 
to combine together and remain firm to keep prices up, which 
they do with unvarying success, pocketing enormous profits, and 
wondering the while at the folly which obstinately refuses to 
take a lesson even from such dearly bought experience as that 
of the last two years. 

From the disastrous results of last season’s shipments we 
had imagined there was at all events one crumb of comfort to be 
gathered—in the hope that such a severe lesson would prove a 
check to that growing tendency towards overtrading which we 
have more than once adverted to as an evil that threatens the 
very existence of our commerce with China. It cost us (as 
pointed out in an article in our issue of 26th January last, 
headed “ Overtrading in Tea and Silk”) not much less than a 
million and a-half sterling in the season 1863-4, and the season 
just closed will probably show an aggregate deficit of at least 
one million. So heavily have the losses fallen on some of the 
most respectable firms, that several have succumbed entirely, 
while others have found their credit seriously affected. Yet 
the warning, costly as it has been, is allowed to pass unheeded ; 
telegrams reach us announcing the opening of the present sea- 
son at extravagant rates—others, announcing a rise to still 
higher prices, caused by eager competition among buyers—still 
others, advising a further rise on receipt of intelligence of the 
reduction in duty (which is treated as being equivaient toa 
rise of 6d. per pound !), later still, we hear “tea and silk 
active and advancing”—and the latest, dated 29th July, says 
the markets are still “advancing.” The new teas generally 
are said to be below tho average, both as regards quality and 
condition ; the prices are such as lay them down above the 
opening rates of last season (lower grades two or three tacls 
higher) ; and these extreme rates will doubtless stimulate the 
growers to produce a large quantity of second and third crop. 
How this condition of affairs can be in any way reconciled with 


= 
the sanguine expectations apparently entertained by tea-tasters 
at Hankow and Foochow we are at a loss to perceive. Ono 
thing is certain, and that is, that before the China merchants 
can hope to restore the trade to anything like its former lucra- 
tive condition, they must abandon the delusive idea that by 
payivg higher prices for tea in China they can compel a corre- 
sponding rise in home quotations. Mincing Lane is not, and 
never will be governed by the China markets; and super- 
abundant shipments of high-priced teas can only result in the 
accumulation of unsaleable stocks which have to be forced off 
at auction “ without reserve,” and a depreased state of the home 
market ruinous to individual shippers and detrimental to com- 
mercial credit in the China trade generally. 





OUR JAPANESE VISITORS. 

Tae party of Japanese sent to England by the Prince of 
Sarsuma are fourteen in number, consisting ‘of two officers 
of high rank, an interpreter, and eleven young men of good 
family and education, who are to remain in England for some 
years, in order to acquire a knowledge of the English language 
and an insight into the literature, arts, and sciences which 
form such important elements in European civilisation. For 
this purpose they have beeu placed in the care of Professor 
Wrutramson, of the London University, under whose able guid- 
ance their studies are already being prosecuted. 

The three elder members of this “Satsuma Expedition” (if 
we may so term it) will only remain in Europe until the end of 
the present year. Their principal object is to acquire informa- 
tion regarding our system jof agriculture and the machinery 
now 80 largely used therein, our silk and cotton manufactures, 
mines, arsenals, &c. For this purpose they have been occupied 
in visiting, firstly, some of the more important agricultural 
districts, secondly, the manufacturing towns of Manchester, 
Birmingham, Macclesfield, &c, and are now on their way 
northwards to Aberdeen and other places of note in Scotland. 
Returning thence, they intend crossing the Irish Channel to 
inspect the Dublin Exhibition, after which they will travel for 
ashort time on the Continent, preparatory to turning their 
steps once more towards the “Land of the rising sun.” Mr, 
Hoi, the gentleman who accompanied them on their voyage 
from Japan hither, and under whose direction their investiga- 
tions are being prosecuted, is from his long experience in Japan, 
and intimate knowledge of the wants as well as the capabilities 
of the natives, especially qualified to give his proteges the most 
effectual aid in their researches. 

The two Japanese Embassies which were despatched to 
Europe by the Tycoon’s Government have, we believe, done 
little, if anything, towards spreading a knowledge of the won- 
ders of the Western World among the people of Japan. The 
members of the first embassy on their return seem to have sub- 
sided into obscurity ; those of the second to have incurred 
disgrace, in consequence of their having failed to accomplish the 
political mission entrusted to the m, while all the information 
acquired was doubtless jealously guarded by the Government, 
to be used for its own sole benefit. From the visitors sent us 
by the Prince of Sarsuma we may, however, hope for better 
things. When the three senior members of the party return 
to Satsuma, the tale which they will unfold to their master 
cannot fail to have a favourable effect on the mind of that 
liberal aud enlightened Prince, and to give additional 
strength to the desire he has already manifested to benefit 
himself and his subjects by foreign intercourse and commerce. 
Still greater things are to be anticipated from the education 
in this country of a number of intelligent young Japanese. 
As they acquire increased proficiency in our language, we may 
obtain from them information regarding the internal polity of 
Japan, its social aud political economy, which will be of im- 
mense value in our future intercourse with that coun- 
try; aud when, after a residence of some years 
among us, they return to give an account of their experience, 
they will convey no ordinary travellers’ tales, no merely super- 
ficial idea of our manners and customs, habits and peculiari+ 
tics, but will, we hope, carry with them and spread among their 
countrymen such a deeply-seated conviction of the greatness 
and superior civilisation of the people among whom they have 
sojourned, as will win for us an increased measure of respect 
and confidence from both Princes and subjects. More than 
this: may not the opportunities they will have of studying the 
principles of Christianity, and of observing its salutary influence 





onour social life as well as on our national policy, have a deeper 
and more lasting effect than the labours of even the most 
zealous missionaries could produce on the minds of their country- 
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men at home? We think so ; and we are moreover firmly con- 
vinced that far more substantial benefit will accrue to the cause 
of civilisation from the private mission sent in so quiet and 
unostentatious a manner by the Prince of Sarsuma, than 
would result from half-a-dozen showy embassies despatched by 
the Tycoon to attempt to persuade European Governments to 
give up their treaty rights, to fail in their mission, to bo a nine 
days’ wonder, and then to sink into oblivion. 





NEW THESAURUS OF THE CHINESE LANGUAGE. 


An important addition to Chinese educational literature is 
announced by the Rev. James Scammers, Professor of Chinese 
in King’s College, editor of the Chinese and Japanese Repository, 
and author of some useful minor works on the language. Mr, 
Summers assumes that there is at present no single work capa- 
ble of affording to merchants, diplomatists, missionaries, and 
students all the varied linguistic information required by them 
about the Chinese and their language, with the exception of 
Dr. Morrisoy’s Dictionary, which was published in 1817, and 
which is now very scarce and very costly. Mr, Summers pro- 
poses to remedy the want thus indicated by compiling (with 
the aid of other sinologues whose naises are not yet announced) 
complete “thesaurus” in eight volumes,—comprising six 
divisions, as follows :—I, An Index-Dictionary, containing all 
the characters arranged according to the radical forms, with 
their names and brief explanations. IT. A lexicon of the 
10,000 or 12,000 characters, in ordinary use, arranged al- 
phabetically, with full explanations. quotations, &c, III. A 
Manual Dictionary! of 4,000 characters, with combinations, 
colloquial expressions, &c. [V. An English-Chinese Dictionary. 
V. An English-Chinese Vocabulary, especially adapted to mer- 
cantile and missionary wants, and having @ short grammar 
prefixed. And VI. A’ Topographical, Geological and Scientific 
Dictionary, including an account of productions and serving as 
& gazetteer of the empire. The publication of such a work 
will necessarily extend over several years, but at least one com- 
plete portion will be issued each year. The price of the en- 
tire work will be ten guineas, 


IMPORTATION OF SILKWORMS’ EGGS INTO FRANCE, 

In 4 late article on the Silkworm epidemic, we noticed 
a fraudulent practice which has grown up in France, 
of packing inferior European “seed” in the boxes which 
have been used by the Acclimatisation Socicty for im- 
porting it from Japan, and selling this as veritable newly 
imported Japanese seed. Late advices from Paris state 
that the Ministers of Foreign Affairs and of Commerce 
have issued a joint decree to prevent frauds which might be 
committed by the sale of silkworms’ eggs, not coming from 
Japan, being placed in boxes used to import supplies from that 
country. All French agents in Japan are to be required to 
affix a special stamp, varying every ycar, to the boxes destined 
to France. Instructions have also been sent to the Minister 
of France at Yedo as to certain precautions to be taken in 
the transmission of living cocoons and eggs ; the same to be 
communicated to all who may be desirous of such information. 
The Government, however, in adopting those measures does 
not intend to guarantee the quality of the eggs imported from 
Japan, but only their bona fide origin. 





WHY NOT GROW SILK AT HOME? 
(FROM OUR PARIS CORRESFONDEST.) 


Paris, August 24, 

As you say, in your article on the silkworm epidemic, the 
Enropean crop of silk this year is likely to be about the worst 
ever known; and this is a very serious matter, not only for 
the poor breeders and the large body of silk buyers, manufac- 
turers, and sellers, but also for the commercial world generally 
for the ordivary course of trade is interrupted, and large and 
dangerous speculations are not unlikely to be the consequence, 
It is perfectly true, as you say, that M, Guerin Mene- 
ville, whose disinterested devotion to this question deserves 
the highest praise, refers the epidemic to the mulberry tree; 
TThave had long conversations with that gentleman at Vin- 
cennes, where nc has a piece of ground given to him by the Go- 
vernmect, had an establishment in which he has reared worms 
of all kinds, and his opinion is that the epidemic must be 
classed with the potato and the vine disease, for which no aa- 





tisfactory theory has yet been produced. But it is very im- 
portant to add that he believes a change is taking place, or, in 
other words, that the worms are beginning to return to their 
normal condition ; the principal evidence of this is the re-ap- 
appearance of that form of disease which always was prevalent, 
more or less, amongst the worms ; in fact, that as some worms 
are beginning to die naturally, there is good hope that the race 
is about to resume their natural mode of life. It must also 
be remembered that this is not the first visitation of the 
disease, and that it disappeared before as unaccountably as it, 
came, 

Such visitations point naturally, as regards the future, to one 
thing, namely, the increase of the number and sources of our 
raw materials, We have passed through a cotton crisiswhich has 
given us a severe lesson, and there is no reason why we should 
not try and do something to prevent future silk crises. We 
have supplies of new and various kinds of silk from Japan and 
other places, and. M. Guerin Meneville and others have been 
occupied fora long time in introducing and acclimatising the 
worms, which feed on the ailanthus, the oak, aud other trees, 
and efforts are being made not only in France but algo in 
America to bring the ailanthus worm into cultivation. The 
tree itself is not yet generally known in England, but it has 
been long grown in America, and is becoming common in 
France ; several of the Paris Boulevards are now ornamented 
with it, and you see it in almost every quarter. It is com- 
monly called in France the Vernis de Jopon, a fact which 
requires explavation ; it was indeed sent over from Japan as 
the tree which yields their incomparable varnish, but in error; 
it yields no gum, and is not even of the family of the varnish 
tree. But it is very graceful, grows with extraordinary rapidity 
and yct produces, in France—for Iam told that it is not the case 
in America—very hard and durable wood, morcover flourishing in 
soil where scarcely anything else will grow. At Vincennes where 
M. Guerin Meneville has his experimental establishment, the 
ailanthus grow admirably in a soil which seems composed of 
stones exclusively; it grows on the boulevards quite as rapidly 
a3 the plane tree, and it flourishes on the banks of the railways 
like a weed. Now the worm which feeds on the ailanthus is @ 
splendid fellow, as long as your little finger, makes a fine 
cocoon, and yields two or three crops a-year. 1 have at the 
present moment in my own possession a few worms, an inch or 
more long, produced from eggs laid this season, But this is not 
all, The ailanthus worm docs better out of doors than in, after 
he has beeu hatched a few days; does not mind rain, against 
which he is prepared with his mackintosh, in the form of a 
wat-like powder which covers his whole body; and he will 
remain on the trees till the frost bas stripped them of leaves. 
These facty are knowo in England, where a few gentlemen 
have given a good deal of attention to the subject, but they 
are not known to the world generally, and I think they deserve 
to be. M. Guerin Meneville assures me that the worm in question 
flourishes better in England and Ireland than in France ; why 
then should they not produce their own ailanthus silk? It 
would be an excellent occupation for women. It is true that 
it does not wind easily ; it is wanting jin the gummy matter 
which causes the filaments of true silk to adhere together ; it 
must be combed ; in short, it yields what we call spun silk. 
But spun silk is a valuable article. India does an important 
trade in the Fussah-silk, which is the produce of a worm which 
feeds on the jujube tree in the plains and on the oak in the 
Himalayas. Moreover, I am informed that after a series of ex- 
periments made in France, a mode of winding the ailante-silk 
has been discovered and will shortly be put in operation. 

Those who have not seen the moths of these worms will be 
startled at their size; they measure between four and five inches 
across their wings from tip to tip, and are beautifully spotted 
and striped. But these are small and plain in comparison with 
the great Atlas moth of India, which measures about six inches 
each way. ‘This moth has been hatched in France, and I had 
the giant in my hand the other day, but unfortunately it was 
without a mate. 

It is well for me to add that the official Monitcur of the sixth 
of June last announced the complete acclimatisation of the 
ailante worms, and gave the names of persons in six different 
departments of France who were prepared to furnish eggs to 
those who required them. M.Guerin Meneville, in his “Revue de 
Sericulture Comparée” gives other names and fuller information 
on the subject. This shows to what an extcat the matter has 
already been pursued in France, 
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OUR TRADE WITH JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

‘The following is the report of Marcus Flowers, Esq., dated 
21st April, 1865 :— 

The statistics of the trade of this port, compiled, as usual, from the best 
available sources, show an increase in the general business of the port. 

Siureixc.—In the shipping, as in other respects, the increase in the 
trade is altogether British. The other nationalities represented here show 
a decrease of shipping in 1864 as compared with the previous year. This 
will be seen by the following table :— 
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The total arrivals of last year, as compared with the year before, show 
an increase of four vessels and of 11,040 tons ; and the departures in 1864 
show an increase of six vessels and 11,336 tons. It will be seen that this 
average improvement is almost entirely owing to the great increase in the 
number and tonnage of British vessels during last year. The following 
figures exhibit the steady improvement in the British shipping business at 























this port during the last four years :— 
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ish arrivals in 1864 increased by 99 vessels of 26,708 
tons, and the departures by 41 vessels of 26.315 tons. The regular bi- 
monthly ‘arrival and departure of the Peninsular and Oriental Steam 
Navigation Compan am-ships during last year also formed a note- 
worthy feature in the shipping of this port. One British vessel, the steamer 
Yang-tze, was sold during the year to the Japanese Government for 
145,000 dollars, 

Casualties —On the 10th of September the Fleda, and on the 29th 
December the barque Onward were wrecked on the coast of Japan, not 
far from this port. ‘The wreck of the Onward was ascribed by a Court 
of Inquiry to imperfect charts. ‘The master and crew spoke in the highest 
terms of the kind treatment they received from the Japanese authorities at 
the scene of the wreck. Beyond these wrecks, and the striking of the 
Peninsular and Oriental Steam Navigation Company's steamer Nepaul 
upon a sunken rock in this bay in the month of November, there has been 
no casualities to British shipping on this part of, the Japanese coast 
during that year. 

The construction of a dock for the purpose of building and repairing 
vessels at or near this port is said to be in contemplation by the Japanese 
authorities, if not by a company of foreigners. At present there is no 
dock, but such facilities as the coast affords for repairing ships have been 
given by the Japanese Goternment when required. 

Not the least remzrkable and satisfactory feature in the shipping during 
last year was the great increase in the direct trade between this port and 
Great Britain. Eight vessels, of 2,638 tons, arrived direct from London 
and other ports in England during 1864; and 85 vessels, of 13,715 tons, 
were despatched direct to London and other ports in Great Britain, with 
full cargoes of raw cotton and other produce. Of these vessels, 33, of 
14,723 tons, were British: the other two were Dutch. This amount of 
direct trade, as compared with that to other ports and places in Europe 
and America, will be found to be proportionally very large, and might 
fairly be augmented to the number of twelve vessels more, at least, on 
account of the cargoes shipped fortnightly direct to England in the Penin- 
sular and Oriental Sieam Navigation Company's mail stearaships. 

Inthe early part of the year freights were high, being in February 
and March as high as £7. 103. per ton to London for silk, and £6. 108. 
per ton for tea. About the middle of the year freights fell to £5 per ton 
for silk, and £4 per ton for tea; and towards the close of the year silk 
would be carried for £4 per ton, and tea for 3 per ton. Most of the 
‘coast and carrying trade was, as usual, between this port and Shanghai, 
the rate of freight being 8 dols. per picul for silk, and 5 dols. per’ ton 
measurement. On the whole the British shipping business at this port 
during last year advanced very satisfactorily, while that of America, Hol- 
land, France, and Prussia declined considerably as compared with the 
year before. 

Trade and Commerce.—The declared value of the commerce of this 
port during the year 1864 exceeds considerably that of any previous year 
since the opening of the port. Indeed, the value of the import trade 
alone is nearly equal to the import and export trade of 1863, and more 
than equal to the total import trade of the first three years. | There 
still much room for improvement ; and with the growing taste for various 
foreign manufactures and products, there is reason to think that the im- 
port trade will from year to year increase largely 

The exports also show a considerable increase, being almost 9,000,000 
dollars, against 5,000,000 dollars of last year. This, however, is not such 
an increase as the producing capabilities of Japan and the trade capital 
of this port would warrant. It is difficult to avoid the conclusion that the 
export trade of the port is still rigorously controlled and hampered by the 
native authorities, 

Although the general ovt-turn of the trade of last year is hopeful 
enough in some respects, yet_the trade of that period was fitful, and at 
times very much depressed, Upon reviewing a file of trade circulars and 



































market reports for the year, it appears that during the first half of last 
year, and until the result of the expedition to Simonoseki, became 
known at Yeddo, imports were much neglected, and exports were so high 
in price and so scanty in supply (excepting raw cotion) as to be highly 
unsatisfactory to foreign merchants, and doubtless #0 also to Japanese 
dealers, The success of the expedition to Simonoseki in September was, 
however, followed by a marked activity in trade, which continued to the 
end of the year, and. no doubt made up the satisfuctory general result 
which the following tigures show for 1864, as compared with the four 
preceding years : — 
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From this general view of the trade I may pass to a notice of the par- 
ticular staple articles which have commanded most attenticn. 

Imports.—As in past years, the fabrics called camlets figure highest in 
the Import Return, and show a valuation of more than 1,000,000 dols., 
or about double that of the year 1863. Other woollen fabrics have been 
equally well sold, and the ‘result is a large increase of trade in those 
articles. 

‘The demand for grey shirtings, chintzes, prints, velvets, and other 
cotton fabrics, has been large and steady since the revival of trade in the 
latter part of the year, 

While some articles of import, which had been highly favcured by 
Japanese buyers in past years, were almost entirely neglected during 1864, 
other articles uf import have been introduced, and have found a good 
markethere. Aniong the former may be mentioned block tin, spelter 
and lead; and amongst the latter, iron and cotton yam. These articles 
have been in good demand, especially iron, at fair prices. The quantity 
of iron sold during the year has been estimated by a person dealing {in it 
at 20,000 tons. ‘The valuation of grey shirtings is the second, and that 
of cotton yarn the third highest in the Return Table of Imports; and 
the figures in each instance exhibit a very large increase over the amount 
of any previous year. On the whole there has been a large increase in 
the import branch of the trade. 

Exports.—In the export trade, raw silk as usual commanded much 
attention, and may be said to be the leading staple, though by no means 
the most remuncrative. Indeed, Lam informed that purchases of raw silk 
by forcigners in the latter part of the season 1863-64 were made, more as 
a mode of remittance for imports, than with a view to any actual profit on 
the shipnents. There appears to be little room to doubt the correctness 
of the allegation that the Japanese authorities tamper with and restrict 
the exportation of this valuable product. Ina letter lately addressed 
to me by the Governor of this port, relative to the sale of uva or silkworm 
egas for exportation, that officer avows a restriction on the trade which is 
in direct contravention of the express terms of the Treaty of Commerce. 
The quantity, and in some degree the quality also, of the silk exported in 
1864 falls far short of that of the preceding year; but the price of the 
smaller quantity, 6 bales, shows an increase of more than 2,000,000 
dollars over that of the 23,164 bales exported in the year 1863. ‘Th gis 
a very serious matter, the blame of which is laid entirely tothe charge of 
the Japanese Government. 

Upon the subject of the silk trade of the port, I cannot do better than 
embody here in extenso the following able letter with which I have been 
favoured by a well-known resident silk inspector and merchant, J. M. 
Jaquemot, Esq., than whom no one can be betier qualified to treat the 
subject :— “ 

a'Sir,—Agreeably with your request, I have the honour fo send you 
tay report on our silk market for the year 1864. 

“The first two months of that year were a perfect blank for the sill 
trade, there was no stock for sale on the market, and the arrivals from the 
country were completely interrupted. 

“Tn the month of March a few hundred bales were brought down, and 
business began slowly to revive, but at prices which, to ali appearance, 
Were not destined to leave much margin to exporters. The month of 
April was alittle more active, with a continuance of high prices in the 
face of unfavourable advices from the European markets. 

“ In the month of May, the Japanese dealers having submitted to some 
reduction in prices, and reports having been at the same time circulated 
that the exportation of China silk for the ensuing season was likely to be 
much shorter than in former years, a very fair business was done, le: 
of silk on the market, which was completely cleared in 

















































“ The musters of the new season's produce began to come down in the 
first fortnight of July, of which about 100 bales were eagerly bought up at 
high prices. The second fortnight, however, it was stated by the native 
merchants that the Japanese authorities in the country were interfering 
with thsi trade, and no more silk was brought down to Yokohama that 
month, 

“In August the arrivals from the country were limited to about 300 
bales, which had been contracted for by some British merchants of this 
place, and were brouzht down under the flag and protection of the Daimio 
of Satzuma. With that exception, the silk trade was brought to a com- 
plete standstill. ‘This state of things continued throughout the month of 
September, without any appearance of the illegal proceedings of the 
Japancse authorities being removed, Meanwhile, a good many merchants 
of all nationalities made advances to the native dealers, who repaired to 
Yeddo and other places in the country, where large stocks were accumu- 
lated, and smuggled in some 300 or 400 bales at an enormous risk to 
themselves, as well as to the foreign merchants who had made advances to 
them. It is, however, satisfactory to say that. with scarcely any exception, 
all the money that had been advanced to the native dealers for that purpose 
were eventually repaid, 

“ The position of the foreign houses engaged in the silk trade was at 
that time very painful. The advices from Europe and China left no 

















| doubt whatever of the deficiency of the last year's crop in those respective 


localities, and large orders had consequently’ been sent to Japan, as being 
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almost the only country from whence an abundant supply could be ex- 

ected. On the other hand, it was well known here that the crop in Japan 

ad been successful and abundant; silk coming from all parts of the 
country to Yeddo on the way to Yokohama, agrecably with an established 
custom, was detained by the Japanese authorities, and had accumulated to 
the extent of more than 6,000 piculs. The native dealers, whose inter. 
course with foreigners was thus hampered by their own authorities, were 
indignant, and made repeated applications to the Government at Yeddo, 
but to no purpose, 

“The restrictions continuing to be severely enforeed by the Japanese 
Government, and threatening to bring the trade of this port to a close, the 
foreign merchants. memorialized their respective Ministers, who repaired 
to Yeddo in the beginning of October, and made such arrangements with 
the Gorogio at resulted in all the illegal impediments beg removed 
almost immediately. 

“So striking was the relief thus given to the trade of this port, that 
within the month which followed the visit of the Ministers to Yeddo, 
upwards of 4,000 bales of silk were shipped, of the value of rather more 
than 2,000,000 dollars. 

“ The demand was exceedingly brisk throughout the months of October 
and November, and waseventuaily stimulated by a considerable deprecia- 
tion of the value of the Mexican dollar, large quantities of which bad been 
set to China and Japan in anticipation, probably, of heavy purchases of 
cotton, which, however, did not take place, owing to the financial crisis 
which broke out in England in September and October las: year. ‘The 
abundance of dollars on this market, and the limited supply of suit- 
able articles wherewith to make the returns, caused, as above slated, a 
fall in the exchange of fully 13 per cent. in the short space of six weeks. 
This reduction, all in favour of the exporters of silk, was unfortunately 
more than counteracted by the enormous rise which took place in the 
market value of this staple, to a point nat only perfectly unprecedented, 
but which I feel assured the Japai.cse dealers, even in their wildest dreams, 
had never thought to attain. 

“ The excessive height of the prices brought, at last, most of the buyers 
to their senses ; in December the demand siackened sensibly, but prices 
remained firm to the close of the year. 

“ The year 1864 has been remarkable for the intermittent character of 
transactions in silk, owing to the repeated restrictions alluded to above, 
and the excessive elevation of prices, as will be scen below. It is not, 
therefore, ta be wondered at that the export of silk shows a poor figure, 
compared with the two former years. The total export of silk trom Yoko- 
hama to all parts amounted to—

“ Tn these numbers are mot included a few hundred bales, more or less, 
of inferior descriptions. such as waste silk, floss silk, and nubs and husks, 
the total of which in 1864 may amount to 500 bales, of the value of 40,000 
dollars, The average market prices, quoted below, may be found in- 
teresting in connection with the above table of exports :—

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“ The remarks I was called on to make last year on the gradual increase 
of the market value of silk at Yokohama apply with a much greater force 
to 1864; whatever may have been the motives which induced the buyers, 
and there have doubtless been some good ones, it cannot be gainsaid that 
prices have been pushed upto an extreme, nay, a dangerous point. 
Tt may be granted in favour of the exporters that the demand for 
silk, owing to the deficient crops in China and Evrope, was the more 
urgent, as there was no other country in the world from which a supply 
could be obtained, It must likewise be allowed that the intermittent 
character of the arrivals from the country, and their uncertainty, acted as 
a spur on the energies of the merchants, and fanned their eagerness to 
secure enough to iill their wants with all possible despatch, But it cannot 
be denied that the foreign buyers have shown far less discretion than 
ever in this market, in their dealings with the Japanese. In their 
haste to secure a supply. at almost any cost, they have put them- 
selves in the power of the native dealers, who feel that they have a 
hold oa them which will not be easily shaken off. ‘They threw away 
the chance that fell in their way of a considerable reduction in the 
exchange, and gave the full benefit of it to the Japanese merchants: 
that was a great fault, and it will take I know not how many 
years to repair the mischief. The ruling prices here show now 
an absolute loss compared with those of Europe. It may be that 
the growing scarcity of silk in the western world will eventually force 
up the prices in England, France, &c., to a par with those which have 
been paid here within the last four months. But it is well known that an 
extremeelevation in the vaiue of any article is almost invariably foilowed by 
a more or less sudden reaction. The value of raw silk has now reached 
@ point in the markets of Europe which leaves scarcely any profit to the 
manufacturer; can it be supposed that the latter wiil continue working 
without any remuneration? On the contrary, I venture to hope 
that our merchants here will listen to the advices of reason, and stop in 
the course they are pursuing, in timfe to avoid further losses and disap- 
pointments. : 

“ T have not alluded hitherto to a new branch of the silk trade which 
had in former years been very slightly developed owing to the difficulties 
with which it was surrounded by the Japanese authorities, I mean the 
silkworms’ egys. In consequence of the fatal disease which continues to 
attack the silkworms in Europe, great efforts were made last year to get 
seed from this country, former experiments of it having been quite suc- 
cessful. A considerable quantity was shipped, which may be estimated at

200.000 cards, of the value of 200,000 dollars. Should that seed give a 
satisfactory result in the spring of this year in Europe, I have no doubt 
that there will be avery active demand for it next season. It is satisfactory 
to find that the severity of the Japanese authorities, with regard to the 
exportation of thisarticle, has been {ately much relaxed, and that hence- 
forth it may form no inconsiderable part of our exports. 

“ Small quantities of cocoons have also been shipped from here; but 
not having kept or had access to any record of the quantities exported, E 
only mention it here pro mem. ; at all events, the value of the quantities 
exported is almost insignificant.” 

Raw Cotton.—The second article of export which demands attention 
is raw cotton, of which 64,000 piculs, valued at 1.792,000 dels., were 
exported, chiefly to Kingland, in 1864, against 46,697 piculs, valued at 
426,204 dols, in 1863, showing a greatly increated cost of the article in 
this market, so great indeed as to have recently led almost to a stoppage 
of the trade in this export. The native dealers are very firm ia their 
demands, and must have made large profits on cotton as well as on silk 
during the year. 

Teu.— OF tea there is little to be said. Supplies on the whole have 
been liberal, but prices were maintained so high as to leave no profit to 
exporters. ‘It is asserted by some resident merchants that there has been 
a loss on almost every shipment of the article to London during last year. 
From the private statistics of merchants, it would appear that upwards of 
5,000,000 tbs, of tea, valued at about 1,000,000 dollars, were exported at 
this port in 1864, 

In the month of May last, Japanese tobacco was in active demand for 
exportation, at rates as high as 6 to 7 dollars per picul. This article how- 
ever, has not become one of much importance in the market. 

Tn Chow-chow articles for the China market the usual business has 
been done, but not to a greater extent than in past years. In timber and 
oil, which formed a considerable item in the exports of former years, there 
was no business done for export in 1864, the prices asked by native dealers 
being so high as entirely to preclude purchases. 

Taking a general view of the trade of last year, it does, I think, appear 
that the import trade is the most satisfactory to foreign traders, although 
there is still a balance of trade to the amount of 3,500,000 dollars in 
favour of Japan. 

Exchanye.—The average rate of exchange on London throughout the 
year was, for Mexican dollars, from 4s. 10d. to 5s. for bank bills at six 
months’ sight. In the months of September and October, however, the 
rate was as high as 5s. Qhd. to 5s, 3hd. for bank bills at six months? 
sight, and still higher for private drafts. In the month of November about 
2,000,000 doliars arrived in three ships, and the rate of exchange fell to 
4s. 8id., and at the close of the year it was 4s, 63d. 

The year 1864 will be memorable as that in which every reasonable 
man in this country must have been convinced of the utter folly of any 
Japanese Prince or party attempting to dispute by force the rights of 
foreigners in Japan. All the elaborate preparations and concentrated 
foree of the Daimio Choshiu at Simonoseki were quickly destroyed in 
September last by the allied squadron; and the good effect of this check 
to the folly of that Daimio was soon visible in the greatly-improved state 
of this market. ‘The last year also was, I regret to say, marked, like some 
of its predecessors, by a barbarous unprovoked murder of foreigners by 
Japanese. On the 21st November last, Major Baldwin and Lieutenant 
Bird, toth officers of the 2nd Battalion 20th Regiment, in garrison at this 
port, were murdered at Kamakura, a place quite within the limits of this 
Consular district. Qn the 28th December, Shimidzu Seiju, one of the 
murderers, was publicly executed for that crime at Yokohama, 

The foreign population of the port during the year 1864, including 
those aftvat and ashore, might be taken, perhaps, at from 6,000 to 7,000 
persons, Independently of the garrison and the fleet, the number of 
resident foreigners of all classes increased very considerably; and with 
this increase of population came a very oppressive increase in the prices of 
provisions, and generally in the cost of living, so as to render this port 
rival to Shanghae in its immoderate expensiveness. House-rent in the 
Foreign Settlement hes continued high, notwithstanding that building has 
been going on rapidly, and new houses coming into occupation. 

‘The number of British residents on the Consular, register at the close 
of last year was 200, of whom 90 were registered during the year. The 
resident civilians are, with few exceptions, persons engaged in, or connected 
with, the commercial pursuits of the port. The medical profession is 
fairly represented in the resident community, and during the year the skill 
of resident civil engineers became available in the planning and building 
of houses. At present there does not appear to be sufficient inducement 
for members of the legal profession to settle here. There are few resident 
shipwrights, carpenters, blacksmiths, and artisans, as many no doubt as can 
find remunerative employment in the port. 

Sanitary.—The health of this community during the year has, in the 
main, been good. Some cases of small-pox occurred, and the exertions 
made to limit the spread of the disease led to the establishment of a small- 
pox hospital on the Bluffs, outside the Settlement. This institution, under 
the able management and careful superintendence of Dr. Willis, of the 
British Legation, has contributed largely towards mitigating and checking 
the spread of the disease. A Sanitary Committee also, composed of the 
heads of a few mercantile houses, were empowered to collect and expend 
small monthly contributions forthe purpose of keeping the settlement 
clean and free from rubbish and offal, which, if allowed to accumulate, 
would engender disease. Several attempts have been made to form a 
Municipal Committee ; but so farno such body has been elected for the 
general management of local matters. 

Climate.—I am indebted to Dr. J. D. Hepburn, a resident missionary 
physician, for a copy of his observations on the state of the weather, 
memorandum of earthquakes, &c., during the year 1864, ‘This informa- 
tion will, no doubt, prove interesting, and | attach it to this report as an 
inclosure. 

Native Town.—The native population has increased very considerably 
during the last two years. _ In the beginning of 186:} the resident popula~ 
tion of the native town of Yokohama and its suburbs was, I am informed, 
under 8.000. By a return received from the Custom-house, I find that 
the native population of Kanagawa, including Yokohama, is at present 
18,722, of which about 12,0U0 belong to Yokohama. Of this number, 
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519 are officials engaged in the Customs and Police administration of this 
port, and 1,922 are officers and men composing the native garrison and 
doing duty ‘in the several guard houres. The number of houses in 
Yokohama-Kanagawa is stated to be 4,482, of which 2,876 are in 
Yokohama and its suburbs. Of the total native population 9,591 are 
males, and 9,13] are females. Iam glad to observe that in the native, as 
in the foreign town, building had been sufficiently active during the year 
to show that the town has been extending and impro The filling up 
of the remainder of the marsh or swamp lying immediately in the rear of 
the town, and which is expected to be completed this year, will be a very 
important improvement to the settlement in many respects. 
Food Crops.—I have heard no complaints of the rice, wheat, and

lic Works.—A public road about five or six miles in length, and 

of an average width of thirty feet, had been commenced and almost 
finished last year. This road run a southerly direction from Yoko- 
‘bama, and was constructed by the Japanese Government for the accom- 
modation of foreigners taking recreation in that direction, and perhaps 
with a view of having the Tokaido less frequented by foreigners. The 
road in some parts exhibits very respectable engineering ability, 
and is now quite finished; excepting this, there had been no 
public work in progress here during the year, and there 
are no manufactories in this locality. The fishing of the 
bay and coast employs a good many hands; the agriculture and horticul. 
ture of the district engage many others; and the remainder find employ- 
ment in the sundry pursuits of the town, and in the traffic with Yeddo and 
other places, from aud to which produce and merchandize are brought. 
The social condition of the Foreign Settlement during 1864 had been 
mueh the same as reported to have been during the year 1863. ‘The large 
number of sailors and soldiers in the port caused spirit-shops to become 
unexpectedly numerous; the result of this was a great increase in the 
number of the police cases and criminal charges which came before the 
Consular Court: 102 cases had been heard and recorded in the couse of 
the year. Some of these were civil suits, arising in the resident mercantile 
community. The work of the Consulate thus became very heavy for the 
officers attached to it ; and it is to this constant daily occurrence of matters, 
which demand immediate attention, that I have to ascribe the delay in 
sending in this report.

HAKODADI. 
C. Enslie’s report on the trade of this port, addressed to 
Earl Russell, is as follows :— 




















Haxopavr, Janvany I, 1865. 

My Lorp,—Inclosed I have the honour to forward you the trade re- 
turns of this port for 1864, and on comparing them with those of the 
previous year a very considerable increase will be found both in the import 
and export commerce of Hakodadi. 

Notwithstanding the absence of precautionary measures on the part of 
the Japanese Goverament to ensure the safety of foreign vessels entering 
and leaving Hakodadi, the statistics for last year are extremely satisfactory, 
and show a large increase on those of 1863. During the past year our 
Port was visited by 82 vessels of various nations, 48 of which were 
British, exceeding both in number and tonnage the total of all the 
merchant-men which entered Hakodadi during 1863. I would also take 
this opportunity of drawing your Lordship’s attention to the marked 
increase in British shipping of 1864 over the years 1861 and 1862, i 
which respectively only 1/4 and 22 British vessels came to Hakodadi. Few 
men-of- however, called bere, the total of 1863 being 12, 2 of which 
were British, and 10 Russian, whereas only 6 of the latter came to our 
northern port during the past year, the aumber of British men-of-war 
being one less, 

This increase would undoubtedly bid fair for the future, were it not for 
the frequent shipwrecks which have lately taken place. No less than 
four vessels have been lost within fifty miles of Hakodadi during the last 
13 months, 3 of which were British merchant-men. The main cause of 
these repeated disasters is the danger to which vessels are exposed in 
coming through the Tsugar Straits, and whatever measures might in future 
be adopted by the local authorities for the safety of shipping in general, 
the current in these straits, averaging in calm weather about three knots, 
will always present insurmountable obstacles to the prosperity of the 
Hakodadi trade. It is, however, to be hoped that the Japanese Govern- 
ment, appreciating the benelit accruing to them by foreign trade, will, by 
the erecliun of beacons or lighthouses at both the entrances of the Tsugar 

Straits, on the mainland or the coast of Yesso, which is so peculiarly 
dangerous and deceptive, especially during the winter months, from No- 
vember to April. endeavour to facilitate the navigation of our vessels, and 
thereby materially increase their revenue. 

It being extremely difficult to state the speed of the current accurately, 
the following examples will serve as forcible illustrations of the ditficulties 
experienced by vessels entering this harbour. The Alma in 1863 made 
a nine days’ pdssage from Shanghai tothe entrance of the straits, and drift- 
ing through was 37 days before easting anchor in Hakodadi. ‘The Waver- 
det, in the same year, made a six days’ passage, and not wishing to enter 
this harbour during the night, also drifted to the eastwird, and was 43 
days coming into port. The Beaver left Yokohama in December, 1862, 
wasin sight of Haodadi, but was compelled to return to the former. port 
after a passage of 48 days. The harbour itself is still in the same state; 
Jittle has been done for the safe anchorage of foreign ships, although 
plans of a long tulked-of lighthouse to be erected at the entrance of the 
harbour, near Hakodadi fort, are still entertained, Such an increase in 
the foreign shipping must be the natural consequence of an augmentation 
in commercial transactions, and on referring to the comparative table of 
































exports for the last two years, you will perceive that the export trade 
for 1864 amounts to 414,846 dollars 56 cents, and has, therefore, exceeded 
that of the previous year by 148,711 dollars 73 cents. The various 
articles exported from Hakodadi during the last two years have, with one 
exception, remained the same, although the quantities have increased very 
considerably. Comboo (seaweed ), the principal staple of export, shows an 
increase of more than 40,000 piculs, representing a value of 150,000 
dollars; cut seaweed, also an article of consumption among the Chinese, 
likewise shows an excedent of 4,400 piculs, valued st 15,000 dollars. 
The other commodities which have either increased or formed new articles 
of export are, taking them alphabetically, charcoal, deer skins, ginseng, 
hotadikaimi, samenhile, salmon, silk, silkworm eggs, sulphur. 
Comboo.—The most important article of export at this port during the 
past year is extensively used by the Chinese, principally as asubstitute for 
salt.” It is divided into three sorts, the best coming from Shimaru and. 
Yokadsu, the second quality from Akish, and the third from Kusudri. 
This article appears in the Hakodadi market throughout the whole year, 
with the exception of the winter months, and has two crops, the first from. 
September to December, the other from May to August. The average

A very considerable increase has taken place in the exportation of this 
article, but a large stock still remains unsold at Hankow and other ports ia. 
China; the prospects for next year are good, and large supplies of this 
article will be imported from several other parts of the coast of Japan. 

Awabee, a kind of oyster, and highly esteemed by the Chinese, has not 
been exported during the past year to the same extentas in 1863; prices 
have been very high, and this may partly account for the decrease. | The 
various places whence this article is brought are: the west ccast of Yesso, 
Shendai, Tsugaru, and Nambu. The fishing season commences in March,. 
and, after being dried, this commodity is brought to Hakodadi until No- 
vember, after which there is a great scarcity. 

‘The prices paid during the past year vary from 17 to 18 dollars, but 
have now risen to 22 dollars per picul. 

Trico, also an article of food for the Chinese, is brought from the west 
coast of this island. The fishing season is the same as that of awabee, 
and the prices paid are from 21 to 23 dollars per picul. ‘There is little 

rospect of an increase in the exportation of he last two commodities as 
jong as large supplies are seot to Nagasaki in native crafts. 

Silk has been exported in small quantities, and the prices vary from 
430 to 510 dollars. Small lots of good silk still now and then appear in 
this market, but the native merchants are generally little inclined to incur 
the risk of sending large shipments in junks across the Tsugar Straits, 
besides,which avery scanty.inducement is held outto the small number of 
foreign merchants residing here. Large purchases have been made in 
Shendai and Daté by the Kioto merchants, and should this be the case 
again this year, or the state of the interior of Nipon, at present invested 
everywhere with strongly armed bands of Ronins, not ameliorate, little 
hope can be entertained of an increase in the silk trade of tl 

‘Deer skins are brought to this place from April to August, 
from the north of Yesso ; the average price is 13 dollars per picul. 

Deer horns have increased in price considerably, in 1863 the prices 
varied from 3 dollars 50 cents to 4 dollars, whereas 8 dollars have been 
paid per picul during the past year, 

Cuttlefish comes from Esasi, Matsmai, and the west coast of Yesso, 
Fugaro and Yetzidzen gencrally during February and October, and the 
prices paid vary from 14 to 16 dollars 50 cents. During the past year 
small quantities have been brought to {lakodadi from Sado Island, situated 
near the west coast of Nipon ; it is said to be of a very good quality, and 
bids fair for the future. 

Hotadikaimi, another species of oyster, .come from Nambu, and vary 
in price from 8 to 10 dollars. 

‘Sulphur, exported in small lots last year, is found in large quantities 
in this island, owing to its volcanic nature. Yesean and Komagataki, two 
volcanoes within 30 miles of Hakodadi, are the principal places whence 
this commodity is procured, The average price is 1 dollar per picul. 

Oil—This article of export, principally fish oil, is extracted from 
herrings, which are caught on the coast of this island and the north of 
Nipon; the fisheries afford employment to thousands of the Mo inhabi- 
tants, and are a source of immense profit to the Japanese, who ferm them 
from the various Daimios, who are charged by the Japanese Government 
to protect this island. ‘The prices vary from 12 to 14 dollars per picul. 

he other kind of oil is extracted from rape-seed, has been exported i 
small quantities, and averages about 9 dollars per picul. 

Tobacco.—Although less was exported during 1864 than in the pre 
vious year, still the actual value is much higher, owing to the increase in 
price, the cost per picul varying from 2 dollars 50 cents to 2 dollars 75 cents 
in 1863, whereas the prices during the past year averaged 8 dollars 50 
cents. This article of export comes from Diwa, Shendai, Nambu, and 
Yetzidzen; that from Diwa is generaily considered the best, owing to the 
size aad colour of the leaves. Mixed with other tobacco it is well adapted 
for smoking, alone it is however too mild to suit others but Japanese. 

Timber.—The Island of Yesso is thickly covered with immense tore: 
containing numerous kinds of wood admirably adapted forbuilding purposes; 
oak and ash come ftom the interior of this island; Shendai and Nambu 
supply us abundantly with pine. A small export trade bas been carried 
on in this article by one of the fmeigy British merchants at this port, who. 
has also erected a steam saw mill, ‘As yet little business has been tran~ 
sacted with the Japanese, but there can exist no doubt that the endeavours 
of the head of the West Pacific Company will be ultimately crowned with a 
brilliant suecesa, and that the Japauese will speedily appreciate the im- 
mense superiority of machinery over manual labour. ‘The machinery in 
the mill consists of one frime saw, two circular saws, and one tree-nail 
machine. ‘Ihe engines ate 15-horse power (nominal), and the amount 
of work done per dict is 6,000 lumber feet. The timber exported from 
Hakodadi 

Ist. Softwood: Consisting of two species of pine, costs 15-100 boo 
per cubic foot for logs not over I4 tect in lengts, if longer much more 
expensive; price of sawing is7 dollars 50 cents per 1,000 feet. ‘ 
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2nd. Hardwood: Oak, ash, beech, &c. , the average price is 35-100 boo 

cubic foot, sawing expenses 10 dollars per 1,000 feet. No difficulty 
fas been experienced in obtaining timber, and the Japanese are exceed- 
ing apt at learning the manner of working the machinery. 

Public Works.—With the exception of two forts, one at the entrance 
of the harbour, the other at Kamida, about three miles from the town, and 
now the resideuce of the Governor, nothing bas becn undertaken by the 
local Government for some years past to promote the prosperity and wel- 
fare of the inhabitants of this i . 

Agriculture.—The geographical position of this island renders it im- 
possible for the native inhabitants to undertake any very extensive agri- 
cultural operations, and carrots, turnips, potatoes, and peas, are the only 
things which Yesso produces. 

Mining.—Several mines are at present being worked in this island, 
although, owing to the primitive system adopted by the Japanese, they are 
of little importance. A new coal mine has lately been discovered in the 
neighbourhood of Iwanai, in the north-west part of Yesso, it is said to 
contain coal of a very good quality, and, if properly worked, might pro- 
duce coal very far superior to that of the other parts of Japan. This mine 
is the first one worked according to European system, and promises fair 
for the future. 

‘The native population of this port is very fluctuating, but on comparing 
the various statistics received I am led to suppose that it averages about 











Ansurance.—In the interest of all the foreign residents at this port, it is 
much to be regretted that up to the present time no Insurance Company 
has established a permanent agency here. 

Imports.—A very considerable increase has taken place in the import 
trade of Hakodadi; the statistics for 1863 show a total of 5,132 dollars, 
whereas during the past year the Custom House returns amounted to 
upwards of 90,000 dollars; adding to this 20,000 dollars for merchandise, 
which being reimported from Yokohama and Nagasaki paid duties at those 

orts, and does not appear in the Hakodadi Custom House returns, an 
Increase is obtained of more than 100,000 dollars. Prospects of a still 
larger import trade are held out for this year. 

General Remarke.—Having thus noted the various mercantile transac- 
tions of 1864, I now have the honour of submitting to your notice a brief 
account of the circumstances under which they took place. 

The local Government of Hakodadi with regard to the foreign interests 
at this port.—Ever since Hakodadi was opened to foreign trade, numerous 
and endless complaints have continually been made against the native 
authorites.. Most prominent amongst them is the laxity and indolence 
with which business is conducted here by the native officials, nowise 
ameliorated by the bad example set by the Governor, who, since his change 
of residence to Kamida fort, only comes to Hakodadi on business once a 
week ; no request, however urgent, or Lusiness, however pressing, can 
bring him to the Custom House on any other day except Monday, and 
this must naturally greatly impede the transaction of business in cases 
which require the presence of the Governor. The apparent indifference 
of the Governor for foreign interests at this port, and his repeated assertion 
hat the governance of the affairs at Yeseo demand his presence elsewhere, 
are urgent causes for a speedy change in the manner in which affairs are 
conducted here. Another great cause for complaint is the glaring par- 
tiality displayed by the native authorities towards the Japanese in their 
commercial and private intercourse with foreigners. Notwithstanding the 
repeated remonstrances of the Consuls, the old system of advancing money 
‘on contracts still exists, and continues to be a source of considerable losses 
to foreign merchants as in cases of non-fulfilment of contracts no redress 
can be obtained. “One striking instance wiil serve to illustrate the whole, 
a Japanese merchant contracted in 1863 to deliver certain merchandise to 
a foreigner in the commencement of IRG4 money was advanced, thecon- 
tracted time elapsed, but only part of the merchandise appeared. With a 
view to settle matters amicably, the foreign merchant frequently applied to 
the Custom House personally, and from May to December he hoped to see 
the matter settled, owing to the reiterated promises of the native officials, 
who urgently requested him not to n.ention the matter to his Consul. At 
length, however, the Japanese, having in a measure offended against the 
Jaws of his country, waz seized and imprisoned. It then became an urgent 
necessity of the British merchant to apply to his anthorities, the matter 
was brought before the Governor, who pr fessed utter ignorance of the 
cose. As yet 1am unable to say how this matter will end ; owing to the 
romises of the native officials considerable time has been lost, the 
officials to whom the matter was mentiuned originally have leit for Yedo, 
and the policy of the Governor justifies me in stating that, justice being 
a dead jetter, the result of my endeavours will in all probability be nil. 
Not only is Japanese justice at this port one-sided in disputes regarding 
mercantile transactions, but also in differences which take place, between 
foreigners and natives in every day life. Numerous instances of theft 

ited by Japanese upon foreign residents have been brought to the 
of the local authorities, but neither has any justice ever been done, 
nor the stolen property returned ; even in one case when the delinquent 
was delivered to the authorities he was allowed either through mismanage- 
ament or wilfulness to escape. 

The greatest of all grievances, and the main bane of foreign trade, is 
the continual interforence of the native authorities with mercantile trans- 
actions, and the exorbitant duties which are imposed upon merchandise 
sold to foreigners. According to treaty stipulations, a 3 per cent. duty is 
levied on exports, but beside this 6 per cent. is paid on all native produce 
before it is sold to foreign merchants; of this 2 per cent, is levied by 
Government on all produce entering Hakodadi, 2 per cent. is also charged 
by the Toya or agent, and another 2 per cent. is charged by Government 
on produce when sold to foreigners, thereby giving a total of 4 per eent. 
for native traders, and G per cent. for foreign merchants. One of the 
native brokers at this port, a person who has considerable influence with 
the Government officials, owing either to the superintendence of Govern. 
ment monopolies or other causes, has found means to evade the last-men- 
tioned 2 per cent. for foreigners who do business through bim, thereby 
creating privileges for some which all du not enjoy. 

Another cause for complaint which has already been brought to your 
notice is the exportation of Awabee and Nico, articles in high repute with 




















































the Chinese, to Nagasaki for sale to the guild, a corporation of Chinese 
merchants who, without treaty or other rights, are allowed to trade in 
Japan. 

The well-known habits of the Celestials enable them both to pay higher 
prices in Japan than Europeans, and undersell them in the China markets, 
thereby doing an immense injury to our commerce. 

‘The depreciation in value of Mexican dollars in Japan, owing to the 
non-curreney of this coin throughout the country, treaty ports excepted, 
is another source of considerable loss to foreigners. 

Everybody connected either directly or indirectly with foreign trade is 
not however a loser, for the Japanese Government, to whom nearly all 
the dollars ultimately come, make from G0 to 80 per cent, by recoinage 
into Japanese money. 

Having thus briefly touched upon the various subjects of interest inti- 
mately connected with the welfare of foreign commerce at this port, allow 
me to say a few words about the present farming system of the various 
fisheries, &c., of this Island. 

Ever since 1854, when the Japanese Government took the control of 
this island from the Daimio of Matsmai, for which the latter received a 
pecuniary indemnity and an increase of revenue, several of the Daimios 
inhabiting the north of the empire, such as Shendai, Fugaru, Nambu, &., 
have been charged with the protection of Yesso. To remunerate them in 
some degree for the additional expenses incurred in the performance of 
this duty, they were invested with seigneurial rights over the various por- 
tions of the island confided to their care. All immediately commenced. 
to encourage the fisheries, which would soon have been sources of con- 
siderable profit to them, had it not been for the ignorance or dishonesty of 
the officers sent to this island, who rented these mines of wealth to native 
speculators for a mere nominal rent. 

‘This state of things bas continued up to the present time, the needy 
farmers have become wealthy merchants, and the lordly owners have 
always complained about the useless and heavy expenses, unaccompanied 
by profit. Now, however, the Daimios commence to perceive their mistake, 
higher rents have been demanded, and they hope that there fisheries, 
coming into other and more enterprising hands, will prove more profitable. 
One example of the price paid for a fishery, and the profits accruing 
from: it, may illustrate the whole. Jamanda, one of the largest farmers, 
paid a yearly rent of 1,250 rios (1 rio equals 4 boos), his receipts 
amounted to 70,000 rios, and as his annual expenses did not exceed 
15,000 rios, he made a clear yearly profit of 55,000 rios.—I have, &e.,

Ti:e following letter, addressed to Sir R. Alcock, contains Mr. 


Gower's report on the trade of this port :— 
Nagasaki, Jan. 3, 1865. 

Sin,—In compliance with your expressed wish to have a kind of 
memorandum on the trade of ‘this port during 1868, 1 now have the 
honour to inclose a copy of the Returns (five in aumber) which were made 
for that year, and which I purpose to include in my double Report for 
1863.64, which is in course of preparation, and will be sent to the Legation 
in a few days, 

1am sorry there is no material time before your departure to-morrow 
to complete the Returns of 1864, and thus enable me on facts, namely, ou 
totals, to give a comparative account of the trade during these respective 
years; but 1 can safely state that, although continued serious political 
disturbances greatly affected commerce at this port at that period, the 
latter year was in general the most prosperous, when also large operations 
of a new nature were transacted in the sale of steamers, fire-arms, aud 
munitions of war. 

‘The political state of the country in 1863 was at one period of so 
threatening an aspect as to render foreign life and property in Japan most 
insecure, and especially s0 at Nagasaki, owing to ils proximity to Ka- 
gosima, the capital of the Prince of Satsuma, with whom we were in active 
hostile relations. 

The threatened expulsion of foreigners, and the fear of the native mer- 
chants that such would really be the case, caused at different times a 
sudden demand to spring up for imports, which frequently enabled our 
merchants to clear off large stocks with facility; but this temporary de- 
mand unfortunately subsided as suddenly into complete inactivity as soon 
as the anticipations of the native dealers with regard to the expulsion of 
foreigners from the country were dispelled. 

The closing of the Straits of Simonoseki again greatly injured the 
mercantile interest of this port in 1864, this being the depot of exports 
and imports for the Islands of Kiusiu, Sikoku, and Nipon up as far as 
the commercial capital of Osaka, native junks being the chief means of 
conveyance, which invariably chose the safe lake-like route of the Inland 
Sea. 

‘The principal imports of this port are cotton- manufactured goods, such 
as grey shirtings, cambrics, camlets, &c., the demand for which is increasing, 
greater as the Japancse are now 
commencing to export so much of the raw material. ‘To these may now 
be added woollen-manufactured goods. The demand for foreign medi- 
cines, in which Dutch merchants principally dealt, has steadily been 
decreasing. 

‘The principal exports are— 

‘Tea, the cultivation of which is rapidly increasing, and large shipments 
are now made direct to England. 

Veyetable Wa.r, which is also much cultivated to meet foreign demand. 

Raw Cotton, also greatly increased and increasing. 

Tobacco.— A coi rable business in this article has commenced at 
very remunerative prices, 

Timber formerly was largely exported to China, and increased much 
the coast shipping ut, owing to the rebellion there having partly been 
put down, the busin this article has now almost entirely ceased. 

So little was done in Si/k, owing to the great aisiance from the pro- 
ducing districts, that it is hardly worth while placing this valuable article 
amongst our prineipal exports; but there is every probability that under 
this head will be classed— 

Sugar. the cultivation of which is increasing in the Island of Sikoku, 
and the Prince of Satsuma las sent to England for machinery to manu- 
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facture and purify what is now extensively growa in the Islands of Siu-kiu 
(Lew-chew).

In conclusion, I have the honour to remark that owing to the successful 
re-opening of the Inland Sea, trade is rapidly reviving at this port, and 
that the general opinion of the Nagasaki trading community is, that there 
is every reason to bope 8 very flourishing business will be transacted in 
1865. 

Not having been at this port in 1863, I am not able now to form a cor- 
rect idea of the real value of trade during that year, which the inclosed 
Returns only represent in part; but, to the best of my knowledge and 
means, I shall endeavour, to give all the required detailed information 
and valuation in pounds sterling in my Official Report for the two past 
years.

A meeting of the creditors of Messrs. Scott, Bell, and Co., 
East India merchants, who suspended payment in the early 
part of last month, is called for the 31st inst. 

‘An agreement has recently been concluded for the amalgama- 
tion of the Estates Bank with the General Exchange Bank in 
Lombard-street. Tue latter bank was constituted in the early 
part of the present year, with a capital of one million, of which

tates Bank was formed in January, 1862, with @ capital of 
£500,000, and has already acquired a very extensive connec- 
tion, through the medium of branches and agencies in England 
and Ireland. There are about 2,000 sharcholders in the Es- 
tates Bank, and nearly 3,000 shareholders in the General Ex- 
change Bank, muking together nearly 5,000 shareholders; and 
these, with the combinod capital of the two companies, will 
constitute the basis of a company which ought to become 
powerful, and to command alarge, safe, and profitable business.
